WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP)— 
Congressional investigators got 
orders today to check into broad- 
cast charges that the late Harry 
Hopkins helped the Russians 
speed large shipments they 
called uranium and “bomb pow- 
der” out of the United States by 
air during the war.

McMahon (Dem.), Connecticut, 
chairman of the joint congression- 
al Committee on Atomic Energy. 
He directed the committee’s staff 
to look into the matter, check- 
ing military security angles par- 
ticularly. 

The charge was leveled by for- 
mer Army Capt. G. Racey Jor- 
dan in a radio interview con- 
ducted by Commentator Fulton 
Lewis Jr., Friday night. Jordan 
said his statements were based 
on his personal knowledge gained 
when he was a lend-lease in- 
spector at Great Falls, Mont., in 
1943 and 1944. 

Tells of Ordef Firm Got. 

In Denver an official of a 
chemical company said tonight 
Russia in 1943 received one ship- 
ment of uranium ore from his 
firm after placing an order for 
“all they could get.”

WALTER A. |

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BOY. SCOUT STABBED 
N BAK BY ACBDENT 


Knife Slips From Sheath as 
He Turns Somersault, He 
Falls on It.

Walter A. Plagenberg Jr., 13- 
year-old Boy Scout, was in serious 
condition last night at St. Louis 
County Hospital with a - knife 
wound of the back suffered when 
his hunting knife slipped from 
its sheath as he turned a somer- 
sault. The knife lodged in his 
back when he fell on it. 

The accident occurred in Bab- 
ler State Park about 9:30 a.m. 
yesterday. The boy was rushed 
to the hospital in an ambulance, 
where he underwent an opera- 
tion and was given two blood 
transfusions. 

Arthur Gravatt, assistant Scout- 
master of Troop 380, was near 
Walter when the accident oc- 
curred. He said he was one of 
a group of 22 members of the 
troop who spent Friday night on 
a camping trip in the park in St. 
Louis county. After breakfast 
yesterday, Gravatt and several of 
the boys started across the fields 
in search of firewood for their 


camp. | 

“AS boys will, sometimes,” 
Gravatt said, “Walter suddenly 
turned a somersault. His knife 
was fastened insecurely in the 
sheath. It flew out and was al- 
most perpendicular to the ground 
when Walter fel# on it.” 

Gravatt said that four-inches of 
the knife blade were buried in 
the lower part of Walter’s back 
on the right sidé. “Gravatt and 
the other Scouts rushed to the in- 
jured boy’s side. Gravatt pulled 
the knife out and with the aid of 
two Scouts administered first aid 
and bandaged the wound. 

Three other Scouts, meanwhile, 
ran to the park supervisor’s cot- 
tage a quarter of a mile away, and 
summoned an ambulance from 
the county hospital. 

At the hospital, doctors deter- 
mined that Walter was bleeding 
internally because of a severed 
blood vessel. They performed an 
emergency operation to stop the 
bleeding. Gravatt and the boy’s 
father, Walter Plagenberg, of 
Hancock avenue, Berkeley, gave 
blood for the transfusions. The 
boy rallied after the transfusions, 
but his parents remained at his 
side.

Some Students Out of Town. 

The dormitory housed 349 men 
students but some of them had 
gone home for the week end. 

Awakened suddenly _ shortly 
before 3 a.m. many students 
jumped from the windows of the 
sprawling two-story frame struc- 
ture, formerly used as a Navy 
barracks. 

Long after the flames had died 
away, leaving only the building’s 
concrete supports standing like 
tombstones in a graveyard, uni- 
versity officials worker to iden-} 
tify the dead and account for the 
missing. 

The origin of the fire, which 
enveloped the building in less 
than ten minutes; has not been 
determined. 

The office of Dr. George L. 
Cross, university president, placed 
the loss at around $500,000. Prop- 
erty custodian L. J. Hughes said 
it would be between $600,000 and 
$700,000, not including students’ 
personal losses. 

University Fire Chief Claude 
Summers said campus dormitories 
are inspected monthly. He said 
the dormitory destroyed today 
was inspected Nov. 8. 

Summers said a night watch- 
man’s time clock was punched 45 
minutes before the first report 
of the fire was received. 

The fire department received 
the first alarm at 2:55 a.m. 

School Is at Norman. 

The university is at Norman, 18 
miles south of Oklahoma City. 
The barracks were on what is 
known as the South Campus, ad- 
jacent to the original University 
Campus. The campus formerly 
was used as a Naval air technical 
training center. The university 
took over the former Naval base 
following the war and used many 
of the barracks as dormitories 
and classrooms for students. 

The destroyed dormitory was 
on the southeast corner of the 
South Campus. It was used dur- 
ing the war as bachelor officers’ 
quarters. — 

The seriously injured are David 
M. Clary, Buckner, Ark., and 
John H. Sorensen, Brooklyn, N.Y. 

Fire Chief Summers said the 
fire apparently started in the No. 
1 wing of the dormitory. There 
are five wings. 

Two bodies were found in the 
first wing and one in the fifth. 

Starts About 2:30 A.M. 

The fire started about 2:30 a.m. 
and . students ran through the 
halls shouting that the building 
was afire. Many thought at first 
it was a practical joke, but the 
roaring flames and intense heat 
soon affirmed the warning. 

Many war veterans housed in 
the barracks jumped from their 
windows with nothing on but 
their G.I. shorts and clutching 
the G.I. subsistence checks they 
had just received. 

A: few students were able to 
grab some of their belongings but 
most escaped with only a hastily- 
donned pair of pants and shirt. 

Many students were cut when 
they were forced to break the 
glass in the windows. They later 
said the dormitory had been

Production Guarantee. 

In return for the operators’ 
agreement to the union’s terms, 
the UMW was understood to have 
guaranteed continuous production 
at the Kentucky mines even if it

High-Rate Measure De-

David B. Lichtenstein, known 
in Jefferson City as “the man who 
owns the Missouri State Senate,” 
continues, after 10 years as head 
of the super-charged small loan 
lobby, to be the most powerful be- 
hind-the-scenes figure dominat- 
ing the State Legislature. 

Activities of the lobby in at- 
tempting to legalize high inter- 
est rates, which temporarily 
ended in failure when the Leg- 
islature adjourned last week 
without passing any loan legis- 
lation, were so brazen that they 
brought open charges that the 

lobby, with its “open money 
bags,” offered inducements and 
favors, or tried to bring pres- 
sure on legislators from politi- 
cal or whatever source was 
available. 

Lichtenstein, executive vice 
president of American Invest- 
ment Co. of Iiimois, which op- 
erates a highly-profitable chain 
of 173 loan offices in 187 cities 
from headquarters in the Ambas- 
sador Building here, was. the un- 
dercover “brains” of this most 
intensive lobbying campaign in 
the Missouri legislature since the 
heyday of the old Union Electric 
lobby. Donald L. Barnes, former 
president of the St. Louis Browns, 
is president of American Invest- 
ment. 

Small Firms Also Affected. 

In addition to American In- 
vestment, loan firms that would 
profit by enactment of high .in- 
terest rates include Household Fi- 
nance Co. of Chicago, which par- 
ticipated in the lobbying, other 
national lenders and local small 
loan companies, represented by 
the Missouri Association of Per- 
sonal Finance Companies. 

Although Lichtenstein’s fight 
for high interest rates at this ses- 
sion was beaten in the House 
seven times, the battle is not over. 
Gov. Smith probably will call 
the Legislature back into special 
session early next year, and in- 
clude interest rate legislation in 
his recommendations. This will 
open the way for Lichtenstein to 
make a new effort to obtain in- 
terest rates of 26 to 30 per cent 
a year, which he wants. 

The Governor, planning to run 
next year for the United States 
Senate seat now held by Republi- 
can Forrest C. Donnell, would 
then become beholden to the be- 
hind-the-scene lobbyist, whose 
money bag would be open for 
the Smith campaign.

The embargo placed on livestock 
shipments during the strike was 
lifted at noon yesterday after of- 
ficers of the Producers’ Livestock 
Marketing Association warned 
their members not to flood the 
market with cattle and hogs. No- 
vember receipts were the lightest 
in 42 years, being 40 per cent 
under October and 33 per cent 
below November 1948. 

- The strike settlement, reached 
with the assistance of state and 
federal conciliators, provides for 
company-financed insurance for 
members of the union after a 
year’s service. The program, start- 
ing Jan. 1, includes a $50 life in- 
surance policy and $25 a week 
sick pay. Disputes will go to a 
standing labor relations commit- 
tee, on which federal and sfate 
conciliators will be represented. 
Wages continue for one year at 
9714 cents hourly as the rting 
rate for handlers, and $1.44 an. 
hour for weight masters. 
Employes reported for work 
yesterday, cleaning stock pens, 
putting up feed and checking 
scales. On the day the strike was 
called the stockyards had its 
greatest hog receipts of the year, 
19,000 animals.

FRONT ON PARK 


Story Project Put at 
$3,500,000; 240 Dwell- 
ing Units, | 


Construction of a 15-story apart- 
ment building ‘occupying the entire 
Kingshighway frontage- between 
Forest Park boulevard and La- 
clede avenue, facing Forest Park, 
was authorized yesterday . by 
Building Commissioner A.. H. 
Baum in a permit issued to the 
Lancamp Realty Co. ~- 

The permit, for a building 
valued at $1,940,000, was the 
largest single authorization 
for dwelling purposes since 1941. 
The fee collected by the city, 
based on cubical content, was 
$3249. 

Described by its promoters as 
a $3,500,000 project, the building 
will have 240 apartments, shops 
and offices. The promoters are 
Anthony Campagna, president of 
the Campagna Construction Co. 
of New York, and his sons, Jo- 
seph and John. The Campagnas 
originally intended to erect the 
building in New York City, oppo- 
site Washington Square, but the 
proposal fell through because of 
objections to razing some histor- 
ical. buildings. Following inves- 
tigation it was decided to trans- 
fer the plan to St. Louis. 

Soil tests have been completed 
and the city vacated an east-west 
alley right of way running 
through the block, which has 368 
feet frontage on Kingshighway. 
An early construction date is an- 
ticipated. 

A steel frame structure faced 
with brick and limestone, the 
apartment house will have units 
of one and one-half to five rooms, 
some opening onto terraces. There 
will be.a 200-car basement garage 
for tenants and the first floor 
will have a restaurant, shops and 
physicians’ offices. Contractors 
will be Thompson-Starrett Co. of 
New York, assisted by A. H. Stiel 
of St. Louis. 

The site was purchased from 
Oliver R. and Mabel C. Burkart.

Webb, known to his pupils as 
“Old Sawney,” and later a United 
States Senator. He entered Van- 
derbilt in the fall of ’94. 


In 1921 he became chairman of 
the board of trustees of Webb 
School. In 1935 he was made head 
of the Vanderbilt trustees. 


Equally with his interest in 
education, he was a leader in 
support of hospital and health 
work. He was a trustee of Barnes 
Hospital here since 1916, and 
chairman of the board since 1922. 

In February, 1949, the Board 
of Hospitals of the Methodist 
Church placed his name in its 
newly established hall of fame, 
for distinguished service to hos- 
pitals of the church. 


He was vice president of Co- 
lumbia Terminals -Co.; director of 
the Frisco railroad; director of 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank ard 
Trust Co.; director of Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone > and di- 
reetor of Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri. 

Fér the last 12 years Mr. Rand 
served as a member of the com- 
mittee which annually selected a 
recipient for the St. Louis Award.

A resident of St. Louis 51 years, 
Mr. Rand rose from a $25-a-month 
stock clerk to head the $118,000,- 
000 shoe manufacturing company, 
the largest concern of its kind 
in the world. Coming to St. Louis 
in the summer of 1898 after grad- 
uation from Vanderbilt Universi- 
ty, Nashville, Tenn., he took the 
stockroom job at Roberts, John- 
son & Rand Shoe Co., in which 
his older brother, Edgar Rand, 
and two cousins, Jackson and Os- 
car Johnson, were partners. 

After a few months in stock, 
he got a trial on the road, and 
served for four years as salesman 
for the rapidly growing company 
in southeast Missouri and north- 
east Arkansas. He put in a year 
in the accounting end of the busi- 
ness; then worked in a factory for 
a year to learn the process of 
manufacture. After a year of 
this, he was made factory super- 
intendent, and three years later 
he took over the job of buying 
factory supplies. 

He was made a vice president 
of the company in 1907, and in 
1911, when International Shoe Co. 
was formed, he was a vice presi- 
dent of that concern. Interna- 
tional was a merger of Roberts, 
Johnson & Rand with Peters 
Shoe Co., the former firm taking 
eight factories, the latter five, 
into the consolidation. Friedman- 
Shelby Co., with its five factories, 
entered International in 1912. 

Elected President. 

In November, 1916, after the 
death of ar Johnson, presi- 
dent of International, Frank Rand 
was elected to the presidency.

He boasted that he had 
complete control over the Senate, 
as had “83 House votes for my 

Decision of Bankers. 

Having no reason to doubt the 
claims, the bankers decided not to 
oppose the loan firm’s bill and to 
introduce a complementary meas- 
ure for the banks. As a result, 
when the session opened Lichten- 
stein had his bill introduced to 
legalize rates of 24.5 to 27 per 
cent on installment loans up to 
$600, and the bankers offered 
their measure proposing rates of 
12 to 15 per cent on installment 
loans from $600 to $2000.

The temptation was too great, 
an' the bankers reversed their 
position and agreed tn support 
the new bill. The bill was turned 
over to members of the joint 
Senate-House conference com- 
mittee, which-gave the bill its 
rubber stamp approval and sent 
it to thes House. 

The bill was defeated Nov. 22 in 
the House by the narrow margin of 
two votes. The vote was 76 for the 
“compromise” and 61 against, but 
78 votes were necessary for ap- 
proval. Lichtenstein gave up the 
effort for the time being, content 
to wait until the special session 
is convened to have time to rally 
his forces for the new campaign. 

Many Misscuri bankers contend 
they cannot make small instal]- 
ment loans profitably under the 
present legal maximum interest 
rate of 8 per cent a year. It has 
been the practice of some banks, 
it was reported, to charge 5 to 
8 per cent interest discounted in 
advance, which actually means a

Reported Security for Loans, 

In an effort to achieve tech- 
nical compliance ‘with the law, 
and to avoid receiving discounted 
interest in advance, some banks 
are reported to require borrowers 
to open a savings account and 
deposit one-twelfth of the prin- 
cipal and interest each month. 
The savings account is pledged as 
security for the loan. At the end 
of the year the borrowers usc 
the funds in the account to pay 
off the loan. 

Lichtenstein has been unusu- 
ally successful in maintaining a 
dominating hand in the State 
Senate, regardless of which party 
is in control. Personally a Re- 
publican, his political contribu- 
tions have been made to both Re- 
publicans and Democrats. His 
strength among St. Louis legisla- 
tors of both parties in the House 
is said to stem from pressure 
applied by ward politicians and 
public Office holders, who have 
been benefactors of his contribu- 
tions. 

Evidence of numerous political 
contributions by Lichtenstein was 
uncovered by investigators of the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission in their inquiry in the 
1930s into the Union Electric 
$600,000 slush fund. 

’ Evidence in SEC files showed 
Lichtenstein made political con- 
tributions to both Republic and 
Democratic candidates for the 
Legislature, and to members of 
party committees. 

One of the recipients: was 
Representative Tom Brown 
(Rep.), of Harrison county, who 


- admitted he received a $50 con- 


tribution from the lobbyist 
when a candidate far the House 
in 1936. Brown is again a mem- 
ber of the House, after an ab- 
sence of several years, and 
consistently voted to support 
the small-loan lobby this year.

Anna Tarasova, and P. A. Ange- 
lina, a woman tractor driver and 
member of the Supreme Soviet. 
Indicating the nation-wide aspects 
of the celebration, the committee 
includes representatives from all 
the Soviet republics. 

The composition of the commit- 
tee indicated works of art and 
literature will be dedicated to 
Stalin as part of the celebration. 
New honors doubtless will be 
heaped on him. Western diplo- 
mats who have seen him last re- 
port he is in good health and 
spirits. 

Reports from eastern Europe in- 
dicate other Communist states are 
preparing tributes on the occas- 
ion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP)— 
Easterners who had it mild last 
winter and westerners who had 
it tough may get different treat- 
ment this winter. 

The weather man, sizing up the 
probabilities, put them this way: 

Chances are nine out of 10 
that the East will have a colder 
winter than last year when it 
saved up to 20 per cent on‘ 
heating costs. 

Chances are three out of four 
that the West will have a warm- 
er winter than last year when 

it burned up to 20 per cent 
more fuel than normal. 

As for the Midwest, which 
had a fairly normal winter last 
year, the Weather Bureau says 
it’s just an even money bet— 
one way or the other—on 
whether the winter will be 
worse or better. 

Prospect in Drouth Area. 

A colder winter than last con- 
ceivably could compound the 
troubles of drouth-hit areas of 
New York and northern New Jer- 
sey, provided it were a “‘dry cold” 
winter with little snow and rain. 
But the weather men says a cold 
winter is just as likely to be wet 
as dry. 

New England is also affected— 
but to a much lesser extent—by 
the drouth. 

Weather men will not venture 
a prediction about what to ex- 
pect in winter precipitation for 
the northeast, beyond a guarded, 
forecast just for December. 

Says Jerome Namias, chief of

Vinson, a panel of law school 
professors, or independent labor 
leaders like John L. Lewis, who 
once headed the CIO but is on 
the outs with Murray. 

First to Be Heard. 

The Flaxer and Durkin unions 
will be the first to have hearings 
under the schedule set up by 
the CIO executive board. Emil 
Rieve, president of the Textile 
Workers and a hard-hitting anti- 
Communist, heads the committee 
to investigate the policies of 
Flaxer and Durkin on Dec. 12 
and 15, vely. 

The CIO convention in Cleve- 
land last month ousted two unions 
charged with following a Com- 
munist program rather than CIO 
policy. The convention author- 
ized the 5l-member executive 
board now under strong anti- 
Communist control to expel any 
other leader or union refusing 
to adhere to CIO policy.

SARAJEVO, Yugoslavia, Dec. 3 


(AP)—Three more White Russians 


accused of belonging to a Soviet 
spy ring described under persis- 
tent questioning in a three-man 
district court today their contacts 
with alleged foreign agents. 

Ten Russians, who fled their 
country after the 1917 revolution, 
are accused of aiding German oc- 
cupation forces in Yugoslavia, 
then lending their services to Rus- 
sia against Premier Josip (Tito) 


Broz. 
Ex-Captain on Stand. 

The three defendants who testi- 
fied today were: 

Vladimir Ogniev, 54 years old, 
former captain in. the Czarist 
army. He served as chairman of 
Sarajevo’s White Russian colony 
in the last war. 

Ilya Zerebeko, young Russian- 
born Yugoslav university graduate 
who was captured by the Germans 
at one time and escaped. He 
served in the Yugoslav army a 
short time after’ the war, then 
worked for the Russian-led Com- 
inform when it had its headquar- 
ters in Belgrade. 

Anatoli Polyakov Ing, Russian- 
born engineer who testified he 
was in frequent contact with the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration when 
that agency was pouring én large- 
scale relief for Yugoslavia’s imme- 
diate postwar needs. 

Ogniev acknowledged that he 
collaborated with the Germans 
during the war as an official of

One amendment, introduced by 
the Southwest Conference, would 
permit a training table of three 
meals: per day to squad members 
during the season of their sport.

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European Unification B 


ogs Down 


Because U.S. and Britain Can’t 
Make Up Minds on Roles to Play 


English-Speaking Nations Are Torn Between Commitments 
Elsewhere and Necessity to Counterbalance Germany on 
the Continént — A Europe of Separate Sovereigiities 
Invites Aggression —iUltimate Objective Is Federal 
Union of Free Nations, but Not Possible Overnight.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 


HE drive to unify Europe is bogging down, and a major new effort prob- 
ably will have to be made to set it in motion again. Despite soothing 


statements from high ranking sources, 


and despite bright promises and 


early hopes, and even some tentative progress in the beginning, pretty much 
the same old prewar Europe is being re built. 


This is the kind of a continent that 
former Under Secretary of State Robert A. 
Lovett called a fire-trap,’ a continent of 
separate, rickety and highly inflammable 
national sovereignties, economies and mili- 
tary establishments. 

Such a Europe cannot long endure, 
Washington is convinced. It will be too 
weak to survive, and its weakness will 
be an almost irresistible temptation to the 
predatory urges of the Soviet Union and, 


therefore, a constant threat to the peace | 


and security of the United States, as well 
as to those'‘of Europe itself. 

Responsible officials here are, accord- 
ingly, trying to work out.,a new approach 
to the problem of rebuilding the continent 
as a more unified structure. 

The officials are working against time. 
For one thing, the longer unification is 
put off, the harder it will be to achieve, as 
Paul G. Hoffman, administrator of the 
Economic Co-operation Administration, has 
said. But officials must meet a short-term 
deadline, too, for they must be prepared 
to outline their attitude toward European 
unity before a subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations next month. 

The subcommittee has been set up, under 
the chairmanship of Senator Elbert Thomas, 
(Dem.), Utah, to hold hearings on assorted 
resolutions submitted by private organiza- 
tions favoring one sort and degree or an- 
other of international unions. 

There seems to be at least two main 
causes for the breakdown of efforts to 
achieve European unity since the war: 

On the one hand, neither the United 
States nor Britain has yet made up its 
mind what it thinks the final goal of 
European. unification should be—who 
should be included and what form unifi- 
cation should take. 

On the other hand, Britain and the 
Continental European powers have failed 

to take the steps toward greater unity 
which they could take now, regardless of 
what form the program may take in 
the end. 

One school of thought here argues that 
the United States could and should bring 
much greater pressure to bear on Europe 
to unify than this country has thus far 
done. Another school, both here and abroad, 
thinks that Washington is asking for more 
unification sooner than is feasible. 

Whoever is right in this dispute, however, 
there is fairly general agreement that prog- 
ress toward the consolidation of Europe 


has slowed down so badly that it Ais hardly i 


visible to the naked eye. 


A certain amount of headway is wane” 
made in promising and planning on details. 
Some officials here view even this activity 
—or loquacity—with skepticism, however. 
They suspect that it is being indulged in 
as a substitute for real unification, and not 
as a contribution toward it. ‘“‘They’re fid- 
dling with the windshield wiper, but the 
car isn’t moving,” one official said recently. 

The only major exception to this pessi- 
mistic judgment which seems to be gen- 
erally allowed is in the sphere of military 
planning. The soldiers have gotten further 
with their plans for joint action than either 
the economists or the statesmen have gotten 
with theirs. 


Easier to Join in Wartime 
Than to Co-operate in Peace. 


Some civilian officials are far from en- 
thusiastic about even this phase of unifi- 
cation, however. It’s always easier to co- 
operate in waging a war than it is in waging 
a peace, these officials say. Soldiers have 
much more experience in their field of joint 
action; they’ve been operating military al- 
liances for hundreds—or thousands—of 
years. 

Even so, Europe’s soldiers haven’t yet 
been able to agree on some of the most 
important issues which must be decided be- 
fore the West's armed forces can co-operate 
effectively. The British and French are far 
from seeing eye to eye on either the com- 
mand or the strategy of the Brussels pact 
forces, and the American and British have 
not yet settled the question whether the 
United States is to “join Montgomery's 
club’’—that is, the Brussels pact organiza- 
tion—or that organization is to form part 
of the larger grouping to be created under 
the North Atlantic treaty. 

Military agreements are, in any event, of 
doubtful value without political and eco- 
nomic strength and understandings to back 
them up, both soldiers and civilians agree. 
“Everything depends on the. ability and 
willingness of the democracies to work to- 
gether,” one of Europe’s most distinguished 
soldiers says. Neither political nor economic 
understandings have been achieved in any 
very impressive measure, however. 

Apart “from regional agencies of the 
United Nations, there are at least four major 
organs of general European co-operation, 
in two of which the United States plays 
a major part—the Western European Union 
established under the Brussels pact, the 
Council of Europe at Strasbourg, the Organ- 
ization for European Economic Co-operation 
created as part of the European Recovery 


: 


Program and the structure provided for by 
the North Atlantic treaty. 

Two lesser organizations have also begun 
to.take shape which are intended to fit 
later into some larger structure—‘“Benelux,”’ 
the proposed Economic Union of Belgium, 
Holland and Luxembourg; and the planned 
Economic Union of France and Italy. 

No two of these organizations have the 
same purpose or the same membérship. 
What is more serious, no one of them is 
making effective progress toward real 
unification among the nations which be- 
long to it. 

Some of those who view this whole pros- 
pect with alarm blame Britain - primarily 
for Europe’s failure to unite: The British 


with the continent, and they. don’t want 
the continent to’ unify without them, and 
they are therefore sabotaging unification, 
on this view. 


U.S. Is Not Without Sin 
Of Holding Back Full Support. 


There may be at least some slight justifi- 
cation for these strictures. The United 
States, however, is also not without sin 
on this score. Washington has some of the 
same inhibitions and hestitation that London 
has regarding European unity—and for 
much the same reasons. 

The United States, like Britain, has vital 
interests in all the other continents, too, 
and cannot commit itself so deeply in Europe 
that it is powerless to act anywhere else. 
Moreover, the United States—again, like 
Britain—wonld not be altogethef pleased 
by the establishment of a Continental Euro- 
pean Union which excluded everybody else, 
including the English-speaking peoples. 

Thus the English-speaking world won't ‘ 
join the continent completely and won't 
leave it. completely alone, and ‘is a little 
like the donkey that starved to death 
midway between two stacks of hay be- 


' cause it couldn't make up its mind which 


one to go to. 

The tendency here now is to speak of 
“association,” not “integration” as the 
American policy. 

“In the last analysis, what we want is 
the closest possible association .of the 
largest possible number of free nations,” one

T IS fairly easy to work out a critique of 
| communism, It is far more difficult to 
elaborate a fundamental critique of -the 
West. Yet a general critique is necessary, 
because war and peace are not only a func- 
tion of Communism: they depend also on the 
state of health and illness in Western cul- 

ture. 

There are many. phases of Western life 
which are repulsively materialistic. The 
spirit of busingss and gain, the maddening 
variety of things exciting your concupiscence, 
and utter selfishness of unco-ordinated 


activity, all this is not something to attract’ 


and inspire. To the superficial observer who 
is unable to penetrate to the core of love 
and truth which is still at the heart of the 
West, there is little to choose between the 
soulless materialism of the West and the 
militant materialism of the East. 

There is a general weakening of moral 
fiber in the West. One gains the impression 
that the great fund of moral strength which 
has been handed down from the tears and 
labors of the ages is not being creatively re- 
plenished. There is thus unregeneration, a 
terrifying wastage of substance. 

Quality is in eclipse. Quantity and size 
dominate. Not the better and truer, but 
the larger and physically stronger; these 
call forth moral on, 

I must say in all humility that the leader- 
ship of the West in general does not seem 
to be adequate to the unprecedented chal- 
lenges of the age. There is a tragic dearth 
of men, men who are so genuinely in touch | 
with the truth and with the hearts of their 
fellow men as to have only to open their 
mouths to be léved and believed and fol- 
lowed. . 

The world desperately cries for 
masters; for it is only the voice of -con- 
viction and truth that is going to save us. 

There is a corresponding bankruptcy of 
fundamental ideas. There is thus in this 
realm an unequal struggle for the hearts of 
men between Communism and the West. 
Communism displays a set of generic ideas 
—I believe for the most part false—in which ' 
it passionately believes, for which Commu-

Union with the Soviets 
would be even more difficult, even if it 
were desirable, than co-operation with them 
in the United Nations is proving to be. 

Yet American policy-makers now also 
tend to the view that a Continental Euro- 
pean Union is not practical*either. Any 
European union must include western Ger- 
many—and ultimately the whole Reich—if 
it is to be effective, in this view. Germany, 
however, is so strong that it would dominate 
and control any union which included only 
other continental ngtions. 

The United States and Britain must be 
in a position to balance German power in 
any union which is formed. Yet these two 
powers must also be free to act outside 
Europe, too. And this in turn méans that 
other interested and closely ‘“‘related’”’ pow- 
ers should be members of the union also 
—most notably, Canada. 

Officials have not yet worked out all 
the implications of this line of thought, 
by any means, Their thinking now tends, 
however, to favor the setting up of some 
kind of an “Atlantic community,” or what 
John Hay called an “Atlantic combine,” 
as the smallest practical form of interna- 
tional union. 

Charter members of this community 
might well be the nations which have signed 
the North Atlantic treaty: Later, other 
Atlantic powers might be invited to join— 
for example, Sweden, Eire, Spain and Ger- 
r All the British commonwealths 
would presumably be eligible for member- 
ship, even those of the Pacific. In the end, 
other free and friendly Pacific powers, such 
as the Philippines, might be voted in as 
members. Latin America would be bound 
to this community through the hemisphere’s 
own Rio pact. 

Ultimately, this grouping of free powers 
would probably become a federal union, 
it is argued here. Before that degree 
of unification could be achieved, however, 
a looser confederation probably would be

Demands Made on Britain for 
Crown Colonies, Mandated 


Parliament Is Likely.

NE part of the ‘Klan. One part of 
0 Hitlerism. One part of bigoted re- 

ligion. These are the ingredients of 
the Nationalist Government which is tight- 
ening its grip on the Union of South Africa 
and is beginning to throw its weight around 
internationally, even to the point of making 
territorial demands on Great Britain. 

When Prime Minister Daniel Malan’s 
ultra-racists came to power in June 1948, 
some observers were inclined to regard their 
victory as a fluke, since they won control 

of the Government by only half-a-dozen 
votes. They would be out of office soon 
enough, it was felt. But the Malan Nation- 
alists took immediate steps to eliminate as 
many opposition votes as possible, 

In a country of 2,000,000 whites, 8,000,- 
000 blacks and another 1,000,000 Indians 
and colored natives, this Government has 
virtually wiped out the limited voting rights 
of the non-whites. It has put a stop to 
British immigration which might mean op- 
position votes. And it has made things so 
2 sonnet for British settlers.already in the 
Union that these have been leaving at the 
rate of about 1000 a month. 

Unfortunately, those fugitives from the 
“Malanazis,” the name given the Nation- 
alist party during the war because of its 
outspoken friendship toward Hitler, may 
again find themselves under Nationalist 
rule if Dr. Malan’s latest activities bear 
fruit. Just now he is demanding that 
London cede the former mandated Ger- 
man colonies and even some of _ the 
African crown colonies to South Africa. 

South Africa has been administering an 
old League mandate in the area. The tribes- 
men, however, do not want to come per- 
manently under its rule. They have carried 
a protest to the U.N. Trusteeship Commit- 
tee which agreed to hear them despite South 
Africa’s boycott of the proceedings. The 
grab also is resented in Britain. Typical 
comment is the Manchester Guardian’s: 

“On one subject at least, all parties in 
the House of Commons are happily of one 
mind. ..,. Mr. Gordon-Walker restated the 
Government’s policy, which is to take no de- 
cision on any such-request until the people 
of the territories, black and white alike, 
have had a full opportunity of expressing 
their views; and Mr. Oliver Stanley, for the 
Conservatives, greeted his statement as ‘very 
satisfactory.’ ” 

The Nationalists may try some startling 
things in the parliamentary session which 
begins in January because they have the 
notion that they already have won a sig- 
nificant international victory in ‘the 
United Nations. 

This notion is based on the failure of the 
U.N. to-act on a resolution presented by 
India which held the treatment of Indians 


in South Africa to be a violation of interna- 
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distant reputation for wealth and pros- 
perity and order, you cannot lead. Nor 
can you really lead if you send forth to 
others only expert advice and technical 
assistance. 

To be able to lead and save yourself and 


others, you must above everything else ad- 


dress their mind and soul. Your tradition, 
rooted in the glorious . Greco-Roman- 
Hebrew -Christian- Western European -hu- 
mane outlook, supplies you with all the 
necessary presuppositions for leadership. All 
you have to do is to be the deepest you 
already are. 

The challenge of this epoch is not Com- 
munism, but is whether Western society, 
conceived in the joyous liberties of the 
Greek city-states and nurtured on Chris- 
tian charity, can still recover from the 
worship of false and alien gods and return 
to its authentic sources, The challenge of 
the moment is whether modern man, dis- 
tracted and overwhelmed by himself and 
by the world can still regain the original 
integrity of his soul. 

Whatever the weakness and decadence of 
the West, it still has one saving glory: the 
University is free, the Church is free. It is 
a great thing to preserve unbroken the tra- 
dition of free inquiry started by Plato and 
Aristotle, and the tradition of love started 
by God. Truth can still be sought and God 
can still be loved and proclaimed, in joy 
and freedom. And this fact alone is goifig 
to save_ us. 

It will not be by pacts, or by. atomic 
bombs, or by economic arrangements, or by 
the United Nations, that peace will be estab- 
lished, but by the: freedom of the Church 
and the University each to be itself. Com- 
munism does not know what it has done 
when it subjected the Church and the Uni- 
versity to its own dictates. 

. In my opinion Communism will deceive 
only itself if it thinks that the Western 
world is go decadent that. Communism 
can choose at will its own hour of striking. 

But if the is coming, as Communist 
dogma has been teaching for thirty years, 
postponemenj will serve only to allow both 
sides to prepare better. This is the frightful 
meaning of the present arms race. Post- 
ponement has significance ,only if it is 
utilized to induce those fundamental changes 
in position which may avert the clash, 

We must hope and pray that the leaders 
of the Soviet Union will reconsider and alter 
their present determination to shut off their 
country, their people, their minds, from the 
rest of the world. It is an ultimate injustice

By way of answer, India has issued a 
summary and denunciation of South African 
Nationalist policy in which it charges that: 
“Shorn of verbiage, the Nationalist party’s 
declaration of policy on color reduces itself 
to a bare-faced expression of a desire to 
dominate, oppress and exploit non -Euro- 
peans, to relegate them to ghettos and re- 
serves—much in the fashion of wild game 
reserves, to clamp the lid of economic and 
social inferiority on them forever and to 
subject them to perpetual servitude of the 
‘superior race.’ ” 

With approval, it quotes the statement of 
Dr. Y. M. Dadoo, president of the Transvaal 
Indian Congress: “We are born and bred 
here and we are sons of the soil as much as 
Malans, Afrikaners or the African people. 
South Africa is our home. No one dares 
put us out.” 

Some of the Nationalists seem not too 
sure that such appeals will not receive a 
favorable hearing before the court of world 
opinion. But in that event they are ready 
with an answer. It has been given by Eric 
Louw, Minister of Economic Development: 

“Are we. to be dictated to by world 
opinion as to how we should run our own 
country? Have we not recently annexed 
two islands and played the part of a 


great power? .,.. Let us look to our own 


to the world to deny it free access to the 
great immeasurable riches of the Russian 
mind and of the Russian scene. 

Every point of contact which still exists 
between the Soviet Union and the rest of 
the world must be preserved and enlarged, 
on whatever level. New points of contact 
must be sought. All of us here find it 
hopeful that we are still able to talk freely 
across this table with our Soviet friends, 
that we are still together, if not in agree- 
ment.

And how do the Nationalists mean to run 
their own country? The Minister of Lands, 
J. G. Strydom, made that all too clear in an 
attack on the late Jan Hofmeyr, deputy to 
Gen. Smuts and chief adversary of Dr. 
Malan. Of Hofmeyr, Strydom said that he 
“rejects with contempt the principles of the 
white man’s domination, He dismisses with 
scorn the Herrenvolk idea. ... Our policy 
is that the Europeans must remain baas 
(rulers) in South Africa.” 

The Nationalists’ device for making @& 
“white man’s country” out of one which has 
a population almost four-fifths non-white~ 
and non-whites who have no intention ef 
sharing the fate of the American Indian—4is 
their doctrine of “apartheid” or “‘separate- 
ness.” In addition to depriving the non- 
whites of all political rights, they are to be 
driven out of the schools and universities; 
they are to learn no skilled trades; their 
trade unions are to be outlawed; they are 
to serve in no military organizations and 
they are not to learn the use of weapons; 
they are not to share in any social security 
benefits, and above all, they are to be con- 
fined to strictly segregated areas. They 
are to leave these only on a pass when 
needed elsewhere for work. 

A number of these and similar meas- 
ures already have been enacted. For ex- 
ample, non-whites have been forbidden to 
construet housing even for themselves. 
This despite the fact that there are not 
nearly enough building tradesmen in 
South Africa, More legislation of this 
nature is expected to be introduced in the 
1950 Parliament. 

The driving force behind all this Is a 
secret organization known as the Broeder- 
bond (Band of Brothers). This resembles 
our Ku Klux Klan. It opposes the use of 
any other language than Afrikans, a Dutch 
dialect. It is strongly ra¢ist and strongly 
nationalist, Sadly, it has the support of 
the rigidly fundamentalist Dutch Reformed 
Church which in 1941—when Britain was 
beseiged by Hitler—called for the formation 
of “a Christian National Republic based on 
a real Calvinist foundation,” virtually a call 
to desert the British Commonwealth. 


Broederbond Supreme Council 
Called the ‘Twelve Apostles.’ : 


Dr. Malan, incidentally, is an“ ordained 
minister of this church, Also, he is one of 
the “Twelve Apostles” who constitute the 
supreme council of the Broederbond. Several 
other ‘‘apostles” are in his Cabinet. And in 
the 1948 elections no less than 60 of the 93 
Nationalist candidates for Parliament were 
members of the Broederbond. In a secret 
document which fell into the hands of the 
Cape Times, this organization reminded its 
members: “Brothers, our solution for South 
Africa’s troubles is that the Afrikaner Broe- 
derbond must rule South Africa.” 

Well, it does today. But until Malan took 
office, its members were barred from pub- 
lic positions. This interdict was placed on 
them by the Smuts government because of 
their wartime pro-Nazi activities. 

The chief of Hitler’s Organization for Ger- 
mans Abroad, Gauleiter Ernst Bohle, was a 
native South African. He kept in fairly close 
touch with the country. Goebbels sent a 
representative there, a certain Dr. Durk- 
heim, ostensibly a scholar on a strictly non- 
political visit. The Smuts government 
managed to obtain a copy of the report he 
sent to Berlin. In it he said: “Afrikaner 
nationalism is the wide portal through which 
National Socialism will enter the country. 
This movement, especially in its extremist 
forms, should be given encouragement.” 

That he was not mistaken about the 
kindred natures of South African Na- 
tionalism and Hitlerism is indicated by 
the Nationalist party’s manifesto, which 
says, among other things: “The State will 
exercise complete supervision over the 
molding of youth. The party will not 
tolerate interference from without, and 
destructive propaganda to the outside 
world in regard to the race problems of 
South Africa. ... Churches and societies 
which undermine the policy of apartheid 
foreign to the nation will be checked.” 
There is the formula: indoctrination, 
censorship, regimentation, oppression, to- 
talitarianism. 

A decade or so ago, Malan and hig fol- 
lowers were even more brazen’ than they 
The desire to remain in power 
has made them more careful. Thus they 
have officially renounced anti-Semitism lest 
it cost them badly needed votes. They know 
that the country*has an unfavorable trade 
balanced. So, they cannot be too offensive to 
other capitals, especially those in which 
they may be seeking a loan. Partly to make 
a good impression abroad they have added 
to their cries about the “black menace” new 
screams about the “Red menace.” Actually, 
the Communists polled 1783 out of 1,067, 
249 votes in the lest general elections. 

The native paper, Inkundhla ya Bantu, 
declares that ‘‘the old generation of Africans 
who believed in resolutions, deputations, 
petitions and peaceful conciliation is fast 
dying out. . .. There is growing among 
African youth a spirit of almost uncontroll- 
able anti-whiteism.”’ 

Worth noting 1s the fact that the Zulus 
and the Basutu, the most advanced of the 
Bantus, were near nationhood when the 
whites came to South Africa. Many of their 
young men now are university-trained. 

Still, despair rather than hope seems to 
be the mood of ‘most of the natives, a de- 
termined despair. Dean Liston Pope of Yale 
reported after a recent visit to Africa chat 
“the African leaders are as embittered; con- 
fused and without hope as any group of men 
on earth. There is,’ he said, “universal bit- 


terness against white men.”

20 years of public service had been “very 
rewarding in every way except financially.” 

Clark Clifford could have said as much when 
asked about his announced retirement from 
President Truman’s official family. For the last 
two and a half years, Mr. Clifford’s salary as a 
leading White House counsel was $12,000. The 
Eightieth Congress increased compensation for 
this post to $20,000, yet as Raymond P. Brandt, 
the Post-Dispatch’s chief Washington correspond- 
ent, points out, even this is not generally enough 
to allow an official with family responsibilities 
to provide for education of his children and save 
some toward his own future. 

Our Washington dispatch reported that Mr. 
Clifford’s personal savings went long ago and 
that since he came out of the Navy, he and his 
family were “subsidized” by a friend in St. 
Louis. This obviously is an unsatisfactory basis 
for continuation in the public service. In this 
instance, it has now cost the Truman Admin- 
istration one of its few intimate advisers who 
are devoted to the Fair Deal program. 

The Brandt review of earlier examples lists 
James A. Farley as Postmaster General and 
John W. Davis as Ambassador to Great Britain, 
the latter running up debts said to total $100,000. 
It also citeé the cases of Senators who make 
public addresses for fees, not because they rel- 
ish plane and train trips, but because they can- 
not, if they are honest, make ends meet other- 
wise. Mrs. Truman was on her husband’s sena- 
torial payroll to bolster the slender family 
income; soon after he became President, Mr. 
Truman called in person at a Washington bank 
to account for an overdraft. 

Since the war there has been a virtual pa- 
rade of officers from the Army and Navy into 
better paying jobs out of service. Gen. Eisen- 
hower, Gen. Clay, Gen. Somervell and Adm. 
Moreell are only a few of those who come to 
mind. One reason is that while service per- 
sonnel enjoy retirement pay, their widows are 
left with virtually nothing. 

To its credit, the Eightieth Congress has in- 
creased the compensation of Cabinet and other 
high-ranking Government officials and of military 
personnel. This is a help, but it is not enough. 
Other means need to be found. Some of the 
suggestions which have been made deserve ex- 
ploration. 

Mr. Lilienthal, for example, urges “‘a fluid kind 
of citizen service in which men and women move 
from private life into public service for a period 
of years and then back to private life.” The 
late Secretary Forrestal went so far as to pro- 
pose that business make up the difference be- 
tween public pay and private pay. Surely here 
is a subject for extensive study and a thought- 
ful program of correction. 

The biggest and most important business in 
this country is the Government. To allow it to 
lack for good men is not even penny-wise.

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From Red to Black 


Coming one day after its opinion that a 
weekly transit pass is not economically feasible, 
the Public Service Co.’s report of increased 
earnings is at least surprise reading: 

The company states that the recent 2-cent 
fare increase has produced a $240,000 profit in 
two months, virtually wiping out a deficit from 
seven previous months. The board of directors 
thereupon declared a dividend and raised the 
par value of Public Service stock. 


As long as the company was in the red, its 
argument that restoring the pass would be 
costly and unfeasible had at least a thread of 
plausibility. In view of the public demand for 
a bus and streetcar pass, however, the real ques- 
tion was a reasonable price for a pass. Even the 
Public Service Commission divided on that. 


Now that the Public Service Co. is in the 
black once more, it has less justification than 
ever for refusing to reconsider the pass system. 
When the company simply defies the city’s 
earnest request, what kind of public service is 
that?

The National Association of Methodist Hospitals 
cited him in 1947 and last year the American 
Hospital Association enrolled him as a national 
benefactor.

He was one 
of St. Louis’ best known citizens, yet every day 
men and women, who perhaps never heard his 
name, are hospital patients whose hurt is made 
less by his charity and his good work.

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Sensational But Not Proved 

Harry Hopkins has been dead for nearly four 
years. He was probably the most trusted offi- 
cer in the Roosevelt Administration. He was 
criticized and condemned many times in his long 
life of public service. But it remained for Ful- 
ton Lewis Jr., a radio commentator, to try to 
destroy the memory of Mr. Hopkins after he was 
dead. 

Lewis broadcast a thoroughly unsubstantiated 
story by an obscure former Army officer named 
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He will sit in this week on a conference of 
Secretary of the Interior Chapman, representa- 
tives of the memorial association, city officials, 
Architect Saarinen and officers of the Termi- 
nal and Missouri Pacific railroads.

And 
it should produce a professional estimate of the 
project’s cost. Mr. Saarinen, it is said, believes 
that this can be kept within the figure orig- 
inally contemplated—about $21,000,000 in addi- 
tion to what has already been spent to acquire 
and clear the site. 

If so, this will call for the appropriation of 
$15,750,000 by the Federal Government. The 
Government’s share of the cost—whatever it 
may actually be—should be authorized by the 
bill. The money can be appropriated in in- 


‘stallments as the work progresses, but there 


should be a clear commitment to see it through. 


If possible, the measure should also set a 
deadline. It should call for at least substan- 
tial completion by 1953, the 150th anniversary 
of the Louisiana Purchase. Even if some may 
have to see it to believe it, there hardly could 
be a more spectacular commemoration. 


For St. Louis, the memorial will be a powerful 
incentive to slum clearance and general rebuild- 
ing. But it is as a national project that Repre- 
sentative Sullivan should urge it on Congress. 
He should present it as a visible symbol of the 
imagination, the boldness and the enterprise 
which are the essence of the American West. 
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Churchill on a Drum 


After beating a martial roll on the kettle- 
drums at Harrow, Winston Churchill said, “My 
ambition was to become a good drummer.” This 
only goes to show that a little ambition is a dan- 
gerous thing. If Churchill had applied himself 
with perseverance to the drumsticks, he. might 
have become a drummer. Maybe not a very 
good drummer, at that. 

George Washington was a similar case. His 
ambition was to be a naval officer, but he had 
to be satisfied with being father of his country 
instead. And if all the youngsters of recent 


*’ generations who wanted to be railroad engineers 


had been successful, there would today be few 
Congressmen, clerks, salesmen or even railroad 
conductors. Just a plethora of engineers, mostly 
without engines. 

Possibly too much is made of success, and 
not enough of failure. Many a man has failed 
his way to the top. What the exhausting desire 
to “get ahead” depends on is where ahead is. 
Sometimes, as with Churchill’s ambition, it 
would turn out to be behind. 
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No Job for Us 


An. effort is being made by Gen. MacArthur’s 
headquarters to round up every copy of “The 
Case of General Yamashita.” This is the book 
by ‘A. Frank Reel, who, as an Army officer, 
participated in the trial of some of the Japanese 
war leaders. It was sent to Japan by the pub- 
lishers, the University of Chicago Press, and 
since it is highly critical of the prosecution, the 
MacArthur command finds it embarrassing to 
the occupation. 

Suppression will not work. Copies will be 
circulated in the face of all commands to the 
contrary. The Nazi regime could not stamp out 


underground newspapers and books in France, © 


Belgium and other parts of Europe under Hit- 
ler’s heel. Clandestine publications went right 
on, poking fun at the occupiers, criticizing them, 
annoying them, keeping up the spirits of the 
resistance groups. ; 

Admittedly this is a difficult problem, but as 


the late Justice Brandeis said long ago, “Democ-. 


racy is difficult.” The one best solution doubt- 
less is for Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters to use 
this book as a demonstration of a free press at 
work in the United States—and in Japan. What 


- is an embarrassment can be turned into a score 


for freedom and the democratic method. 


If Gen. MacArthur thinks he can stop circu- 
lation of “The Case of General Yamashita,” 
he will have to set up a regime tighter in its 
control than any yet achieved. If that is to be 
done, it would be cheaper to turn the assign- 
ment over to the Communists. They are experts 
at systems of repression. 
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Warning at U. of Oklahoma 


In the University of Oklahoma dormitory fire 
there should be a warning for most of the na- 
tion’s colleges. It was a heavy toll that at least 
three were killed and 19 injured, two of them 
seriously. But it was far less heavy than it 
might have been in these reconverted two-story 
wooden barracks, which normally housed 400. 
And it is nothing like the toll that can be ex- 
pected unless college dormitories generally are 
‘made safer against fire. 

Two months ago a fire protection and safety 
engineer.told the National Safety Congress that 
every college in the country has dormitories 
which “can easily be converted into blazing 
tombs.” “It can happen to any school,” said 
John J. Ahern, of the Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology. “Almost none is prepared to cope with 
it. All are riding their luck.” 

Lack of automatic alarm systems and inade- 
quate watchman service are among the most 
common hazards—at Oklahoma U. the boys didn’t 
know their dormitory was on fire until the blaze 
was roaring. Inadequate emergency exits is 
another common hazard—at Oklahoma many had 
to jump from the second fidor. 

Since Saturday's fire is the second in two 
years in converted Navy barracks there, the 
University of Oklahoma should be sufficiently 
aware of its need to institute precautions. Are 
the responsible officials of other colleges aware 
~—in advance of having their own lists of dead 
and injured?

Critic denies that devotion of individual Justices to the Bill of 
Rights can be measured by statistics; such a presentation, he says, 
4 ignores the many complicating circumstances in the actual cases; 
suggests the Court is actually showing proper judicial self-restraint.

The following remarks are a part of 
Mr. Howe’s reply to an article by Irving 
Dilliard, editor of the Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial page. The Dilliard article is re- 
printed on the page opposite. 


Mr. Dilliard, as he indicates, is not the 
only student of constitutional decisions to 
build a tower of criticism upon statistical 
foundations. Although I am tempted to 
comment upon the innocence of Mr. Dil- 
liard’s faith in judgment by slot machine, 
I shall for the moment assume with him 
that a statistical method of appraising 
judicial opinions may have utility. My 
concern will be to show that his statistics 
tell us little that is of decisive importance. 


He has prepared his tables and ap- 
praised their significance as if history had 
presented no problems of the role of the 
judiciary in a democracy, and as if the 
Supreme Court were not functioning in a 
federal society. In thus oversimplifying 
the issue, Mr. Dilliard is following in the 
wake of other forgetful liberals who seem 
to have lost all recollection of a relatively 
recent past in which they protested that 
judicial predilections—economic, political, 
and purely personal—were setting the 
limits to the constitutional powers of the 
nation and the states. 


Not Indifferent to Liberty 


Mr. Dilliard now feels, however, that 
the Justice who does not drive the hook 
and ladder to every fire in which the 
feathers of liberty may be singed is re- 


‘strained by a discreditable indifference to 


the fate of liberty rather than by a legiti- 
mate doubt whether his driver’s license 
qualifies him to make such journeys. 


My criticism of his method will perhaps 
more comprehensible if I refer to 
specific decisions which are included in 
his statistical tables. Unless one disre- 
gards entirely the stated ground of judi- 
cial opinions, it would seem to be a fan- 
tastic oversimplification of the Adamson 
case to treat it as if no other aspects of a 
judge’s constitutional philosophy than 
those which concern civil rights were 
tested in its difficulties. The reliance of 
the people of California on the earlier de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, the hope that 
experiments within the states may produce 
helpful answers to persistent problems of 
trial procedure, and the settled formula 
that federal courts should exercise the 
greatest caution in invalidating state legis- 
lation were no less serious elements in 
the froblem with which the Court was 
confronted than those concerning the de- 
fendant’s civil rights. 


When Mr. Dilliard examines the judicial 
“box score” in the last term of the Su- 
preme Court, he gives great credit to 
those Justices who joined in the opinion

Reversed Gabide tha Baused 


Mr. Dilliard’s reference to the opinions 
would suggest that his understanding of 
the case was no more discriminating 
that of the man on the street. Surely he 


rebut their showing of a general truth by 
rejecting selected examples. 


The point which I have tried to make 
clear, however, is that in évery case in- 
volving civil liberties which comes to the 
Supreme Court there are issues of federal 
jurisdiction and of the relationship of the 
judicial power to the legislative and ex- 
ecutive powers which are inescapable and 
which, in numerous instances, are of con- 
trolling importance. 


In the second place, Mr. Dilliard might 
be expected to say that in my failure to 
deny the accuracy of his statement that 
Mr. Justice Murphy and Mr. Justice Rut- 
ledge more frequently than any of their 
associates sustained claims that civil 
rights had been invaded, I have admitted 
that their concern for liberty is more sen- 
sitive than that of their associates. 


Judicial Power Is Limited 


Of course I deny the admission. Mr. 
Dilliard’s tables tell us nothing of the tem- 
per of an individual Justice’s devotion to 
civil liberty. They do not do so because 
the problems coming to the Court are not 
abstract issues of freedom. 


Each particular problem of liberty arises 
in a context which compels the Court to 
deal with other issues of policy—some- 
times of federalism, always of the limits 
of judicial power in a democracy. If Mr. 
Dilliard, admitting this, would go on to 
argue that his tables at least show that his 
heroes gave to civil liberties, in relation to 
other interests with which the Supreme 
Court is necessarily concerned, a rela- 
tively high valuation I should agree with 
him. Relational statistics, however, have 
significance only when discriminating ac- 
count is taken of all the values which are 
brought into relationship. 


The third point which I believe that 
Mr. Dilliard would make in reply to my 
argument is that I am willing to let legal 
technicalities block the rushing waters of 
liberty. The majority of those civil rights 
to which Mr. Dilliard *finds that Mr. 
Justice Murphy gave such fine devotion 
were, by any reasonable classification, 
rules of procedure of the most technical 
sort: On its face a rule of law which 
says that a jury may draw no inference of 
guilt from a defendant’s failure to testify 
is irrational, in that it seeks to prevent 
the jury from making an inference which 
the average man would surely make. 


Heritage of Mistaken Rules 


The exuberance of the Supreme Court’s 
majority in the 1920s not only did much 
temporary harm in leading to the formu- 
lation of mistaken rules of constitutional 
law, but it did permanent damage in en- 
couraging the popular belief that the 
Court is under an affirmative responsi- 
bility of spreading a soft blanket of en- 
lightened liberty over the whole surface 
of our land. We are thus led to the easy 
assumption, which is central to Mr. Dil- 
liard’s thesis, that any Justice who does 
not, each Monday morning of the term, 
tuck in the blanket’s edges and smooth its 
wrinkled surface in Illinois, New Jersey, 
California and Alabama (even stretch its 
comforts to Germany and Japan) is un- 
friendly to the cause of liberty. 


Judicial reluctance to undertake such 
large responsibilities is naturally phrased 
by judges in terms that have a legalistic 
sound to the eager ears of libertarians.

Court seat of the late Justice Frank Murphy promises to have 
more effect on the most vital work of our highest tribunal— 


the disposition of Bill of Rights cases—than any other replacement 
in a long time. This prospect of notable change is not lessened by 
the more recent death of Justice Wiley B. Rutledge and the subse- 
quent promotion of Judge Sherman Minton from the Federal Court 
of Appeals at Chicago, On the contrary, the succession of the former 
Senator from Indiana to the Rutledge place on the bench only 
emphasizes the basic shift that may well come as a result of Clark’s 


accession to the seat of Murphy. 

Every year American citizens 
carry up through the hierarchy of 
courts their claims that the gov- 
‘ernment—federal, state or munic- 
ipal — has violated their consti- 
tutional rights. Every year the 
Supreme Court justices split 
wide apart in deciding some of 
the most important of these civil 
liberties cases. Not infrequently 


these decisions are by the hair- ha 


line margin of five to four. This 
means -that a citizen’s right to 
speak freely or to worship in 
his own way or to enjoy the pro- 
tection of a fair trial turns on 
the interpretation of a single 
member of the Supreme Court in 
a surprisingly large number of 
cages. 
One Way and Not the Other? 
As I see it, there is not the 
slightest doubt that, in this new 
term, cases of this sort—cases 
that make the United States of 
America a free nation—will be 


decided one way and not the 
other simply because of the acci- 
dent of Frank Murphy’s death | 
and appointment and confirma- 
tion of Tom Clark as his suc- 
cessor. The Fourth Amendment's 
constitutional guarantee against 
“unreasonable searches and seiz- 


appointees, Justice Harold H. 
Burton of Ohio and Chief Jus- 
tice Fred M. Vinson of Kentucky. 
_ For nearly a decade Frank 
Murphy was the most devoted de- 
fender of human rights on the 
Supreme bench. As Attorney Gen- 
eral and as Justice, he burned 
with zeal for the liberty of the 
citizen, however humble that cit-

These are not surmises. 
are facts which are readily docu- 
mented. Writing in the Cornell 
Law quarterly three years ago, 
Vincent M. Barnett Jr. pointed 
out that in “some 77 cases in- 
volving alleged violations of civil 
liberties from the time he came 
to the bench in February 1940, 
through the spring of 1946,” Jus- 
tice Murphy “cast his vote 61 
times in behalf of the right al- 
leged to have been infringed.” 


Tom Clark’s Record. 


Tom Clark’s record on human 
liberties comes mighty close to 
being the direct opposite. Before 
he became Attorney General, he 
was lent by the Department of 
own to assist in the removal of 

rsons of Japanese extraction 
from the Pacific coast to inland 
internment camps. He takes 
pride in that use of force to dis- 
place thousands of residents of 
the United States. No so Presi- 
dent Truman’s own Committee on 
Civil Rights. In its historic re- 
port of 1947, this group of dis- 
tinguished Americans described 
the removal of these citizens from 
their homes as the most striking 
interference since slavery with 
the right to physical freedom. 

Under Tom Clark the Depart- 
ment of Justice filed many suits 
which gave rise to civil rights 
issues. A lot of these cases went 
on to the Supreme Court for final 
determination. Presumably Tom 
Clark saw no violation of civil 
rights in these suits or he would 
not have filed them. He also al- 
towed the Department’s civil 
rights section to lapse into rela- 
tive irfactivity. This section, which 
was organized by Frank Murphy 
in his short tenure as Attorney 
General, was intended to be a 
vigilant, vigorous, instrument for 
the protection of the rights of 
citizens. In Tom Clark’s four 
years it won just one important 
civil rights case—that against the 
enforceability of racial restric- 
tions on real estate. 

Key Place on the Court. 

The only way to appreciate 
what a key place Justice Clark 
occupies is to see his seat not only 
in terms of the record of his 
predecessor but also in the light 
of the performance of the first 
and second Truman appointees. 
Justice Burton, a colleague of 
Truman on the Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee, was ap- 
pointed in 1945 upon the resig- 
nation of Owen J. Roberts. Chief 
Justice Vinson, a close friend of 
Truman, was chosen in 1946 to 
succeed Harlan F. Stone. 

Thus, the 1946-1947 terms was 
the first in which the first and 
second Truman appointees served 
together. It was a term with out- 
standing civil rights decisions on 
which the Justices divided. These 
included the newspaper contempt- 
of-court case from Corpus Christi, 
Tex., the New Jersey school bus 
case, and the Harris search case 
from Oklahoma. They also includ- 
ed the Carter, Payne, and Foster 
right-to-counsel cases from IIli- 
nois and the Adamson case, which 
upheld a California prosecuting 
attorney in his comment to a jury

The extreme divergence in this 
table is amazing. In almost every 
instance ae th ge eg rw 
Murphy s e view oO 
protesting citizen that his right 
was trampled by some unit of 
government, Not once does Chief 
Justice Vinson take that view; not 
once does Harlan Stone’s succes- 
sor vote for the invoked civil 
right as Harlan Stone so often 
did. 

This does not mean, of course, 
that the Justices who voted in 
support of the claimed right in 
non-unanimous decisions always 
were fair and just in doing so. 
Neither does it mean that those 
who voted against the right in- 
voked always were wrong. It 
does, however, suggest a differ- 
ence in attitudes—a striking dif- 
ference in what seems right to 
the Supreme Court judges. 


Second-Term Confirmation. 


Let us turn to the second Vin- 
son-Burton term. We find these 
attitudes, for the most part, con- 
firmed, though there is one no- 
table instance of modification. 
This time there are more than 
double the number of split civil 
rights cases in the previous term. 


j The 27 such cases include the 


celebrated separation of Church 
and State case which Mrs. Vashti 
McCollum, a_ freethinker, ap- 
pealed from Champaign, IIL, 
where “released time” secfetarian 
instruction was maintained in the 
public schools. They include also 
free speech, racial discrimination, 
right to counsel, and still other 
search and seizure cases. Here is

In this second Vinson-Burton 
term we find that Chief Justice 
Vinson and Justice Stanley Reed 
are again in eighth and ninth 
places. The only difference is 
that the order is reversed. Jus- 
tices Rutledge, Murphy, Douglas 
and Black are again first, second, 
third and fourth. Justice Burton 
drops from fifth to seventh, thus 
changing places with Justice 
Frankfurter. 


This fact about Justice Franfur- 
ter is particularly interesting. For 
while these cases clearly looked 
much like those in the previous 
term to Justices at the top of the 
box score and also the. Justices at 
the bottom, they apparently looked 


‘very different to the former Har- 


vard law professor. Justice 
Frankfurter’s record of 2 to 10 be- 
comes in 1947-1948 a record of 12 
to 15. It is the difference between 
1 to 5 and 4 to 5. And that is a 
big difference. 


Standings for 1948-49. 


Now let us look at the standings 
for 1948-1949, the term which 
ended last June, The non-unani- 
mous civil rights decisions num- 
ber 18.

split decisions in Bill of Rights 
cases, he votes to uphold the 
claimed right 53 times. Only 
Justice Rutledge runs him close. 
These two, with Justices Douglas 
and Black, make up the four who 
supported the claimed right more 
times than not. 

But the weight is against them. 
Though Justice Frankfurter’s, 
three-term average is much more 
favorable to individual freedom 
than in the first and second Vin- 
son-Burton terms, he sides against 
the claimed right more often than 
he supports it. Even so, he ac- 
tually is the “swing” Justice. It 
is below him where the citizen 
really loses out — with Justices 
Jackson, Burton, Reed, and Vin- 
son. 

Certainly 57 cases, over a peri- 
od of three years, are ample to 
show how such issues shape up 
in a Justice’s mind and heart. 

As I wrote at the outset, the 
replacement of Rutledge with 
Minton only underlines all this. 
The box scores show Rutledge to 
be almost as steady as Murphy in 
supporting the civil rights claimed 
by the citizens, and from the 
standpoint of Bill of Rights issues 
the loss of Rutledge is hardly less 
than the loss of Murphy. : 


Minton’s Previous Record. 


Minton was on the appellate 
bench for eight years, but in that 
time he wrote no important civil 
liberty opinion such as Rutledge 
did while on the similar Federal 
court for the District of Colum- 
bia. Outwardly, at least, Minton’s 
chief qualification was this sub- 
stantial tenure on the bench 
ranking one level below the Su- 
preme Court. His appointment 
was a promotion from the lower 
courts, and that was something 
for which many critics of the 
Roosevelt and Truman appoint- 
ments had been calling for a dec- 
ade. There were of course other 
considerations. One of these cer- 
tainly was the fact that Harry 
Truman and “Shay” Minton were 
freshmen Senators together back 
in oo 

nton probably feels closer to 
Black than to any other Justice. 
Black was in the Senate when 
Minton arrived there. They served 
in the Roosevelt ranks until Black’ 
was appointed to the supreme 
bench in 1937.

The very fact that a case has 
been carried upward through the 
court system to our judicial apex 
is in itself some measure of the 
case’s importance—at least to the 
pressers of the suit. Unquestion- 
ably this is true in civil liberties 
cases, and it is on split-decision 
civil rights cases that we are cen- 
tering our attention. The de- 
cision in many of these cases de- 
termines whether a man will go 
to prison. It decides whether he 
will continue to be a convict be- 
hind bars which may have con- 
fined him unjustly through his 
adult life. It rules whether he is 
to have another trial or perhaps 
go free—or whether he is to die 
in the electric chair or mount the 
gallows stair to the an’s 
noose. It speaks the final order 
in issues of free speech and re- 
ligion and assembly, and in the 
security of the citizen in his own 
home against trespass by un- 
bridled authority. To some men 
and women these rights are more 
precious than life itself. 

Now and then a civil liberties 
case .involves someone whose 
name is well known. For the 
most part. such cases arise around 
people whose names are unknown 
at the beginning of their litiga- 
tion. They often concern per- 
sons of little financial means, 


How and Why Cases Arise. 
How then do these unknown, 


‘oftentimes indigent petitioners 


make their way over the uneasy 
road to the Supreme Court? They 
make it because they have a case 
or strongly think they have a 
case and others ipin them in their 
eonviction. Here one lawyer and 
there another who believes in- 
tensely in his own responsibility 
in his profession will take up is- 
sues of human rights. Such a 
lawyer will devote himself, per- 
haps entirely without financial 
compensation, to seeing the case 
through a decision at the highest 
judicial level. Sometimes a news- 
paper will take the lead in calling 
attention to a grievous flouting of 
the Bill of Rights. Sometimes 
it is a layman or an organiza- 
tion of laymen. In any event, 


the cases are not handled in any, 


automatic way, as much of the le- 
gal work of large corporations is 
handled. These Bill of Rights 
cases represent belief, deep feel- 
ing, apprehension, or despair 
about basic things. These cases 
need not be precisely equal to be 
worth an inventory. 

Someone may point out that 
Chief Justice Vinson and Justice 
Black were agreed in the school 
bus case in favor of allowing 
state payments to the parents of 
parochial school children, that 
they were together in opposition 
to released-time sectarian classes 
in public schools, and that they 
parted company in the free speech 
ease of Father Terminiello. Does 
this make it plain, some member 
of the bar may ask, that nothing 
of value is to be concluded from 
grouping cases and aligning Jus- 
tices for statistical review? 

Significant of Attitudes. 

The question should answer it- 
self. Obviously not much is to 
be told by only three cases. But 
a great deal may be learned from 
a study of 20 times 3. Who would 
say that since three roll calls 
give little insight into the voting 
attitudes of a member of Con- 
gress, 60 roll calls would be no 
more informative? 


Judges generally do not like 
to be put in tables. They may 
prefer to think that the work they 
dé cannot be counted up in col- 
umns of figures. No impertinence 
is intended in the suggestion that 
they had better begin to get used 
to some numerical analysis. Legal 
scholars are using it and doubt- 
less they are going to use it 
more and more. 

In the main I agree with the 
Justices who are zealous in the 
protection of the rights of the 
citizen. I credit the Justices at 
the bottom of the box score with 
being for something, too—orderly 
government, .

Russia Sabotages and Imperils 
World Health Organization of U.N. 


Soviet Union and Two of Its Provincial 
Governments Try to ‘Unjoin’ W.H.O. on 
Ground of Extravagance.

GENEVA, Switzerland, Dec. 3. 
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OVIET RUSSIA has vetoed attempts of the nations to fight 
disease on a world scale. One of the most important specialized 
agencies in the United Nations, the World Health Organization, 


is, as a consequence,,being sabotaged and jeopardized by the hos- 


tility of the Soviet Union. 


For several months now a fan- 
tastic situation has existed 
which the Soviet Union and two 


spends too much on overhead. 
The fact is that it will spend 
only $1,350,000 out of its $7,500,- 
000 budget for 1950 on admin- 
istrative expenses. 

Resignations Rejected. 

Dr. Brock Chisholm, distin- 
guished but tough Canadian di- 
rector general of WHO, has re- 
fused to accept their re tions 
on the ground that the org - 
tion’s rules do not provide for 
withdrawals. 

When WHO was formed it 
seemed inconceivable that any 
government would either care or 
dare to get out. It doesn’t seem 
to have occurred to the founders 
that the Soviet Union would 
blatantly refuse to co-operate in 
any of the constructive work be- 
ing carried out by the dozen-odd 
“specialized agencies” of the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

With its virtual withdrawal from 
WHO, Russia has completely 
abandoned all pretense of being 
willing to co-operate with other 
members of the United Nations 
in promoting social and economic 
conditions everywhere by inter- 
national action. The only special- 
ized agencies to which it now be- 
longs are those concerned with 
international postal and telecom- 
munications agreements. 

It doesn’t belong to such or- 
ganizations as SCO, the In- 
ternational Refugee Organization, 
the Food and Agricultural Or- 
ganization or any of the other 
progressive pra set up under 
the United Nations. Needless to 
say, it doesn’t belong to the In- 
ternational Labor ganization, 
whose job it is to make life bet- 
ter for the working population of 
the world. 

Not Challenged. 

For some reason or other, it 
has never been properly chal- 
lenged by the United States or 
any other democratic power for 
its refusal to live up to the char- 
ter of the United Nations in this 
all-important respect. 

The. effect of the Soviet sabo- 
tage on the World Health Organi- 
zation is bound to be important if 
only because the Soviet Union 
covers one-sixth of the world’s 
earth surface and, with its appall- 
ingly low standard of living and 
shortage of medicines, naturally 
has much disease. It is a major 
source of contagion. It must also 


affect the actions of other Eastern 


in | countries, all of which are of vital 


importance in the world health 
icture

The Soviet Union’s sabotage has 
not yet affected most of the other 
Iron Curtain countries of south- 
eastern Europe. They all belong 
to the WHO and have benefitted 
greatly from their membership. 
Because of that membership, they 
have received more than $4,000,- 
000 worth of medical supplies and 
equipment from the children’s 
emergency fund, which works 
with O and distributes sup- 
plies on its recommendation. 

Recently, however, Hungary 
showed the first signs of Soviet 
disapproval of WHO and anything 
connected with it. The Hunga- 
rians, who were to get a total of 
$892,000 in help, and who had 
already got a large part of it, 
suddenly asked the Children’s 
Emergency Fund team of experts 
to get out of the country. They 
were surprised when told that 
their action would also mean an 
end to the supplies. . 

Attitude of China. 

Soviet influence has also made 
itself felt in the attitude of China 
toward WHO. China is a typical 
epidemic country and it has 
worked closely with WHO. in the 
past in furnishing information for 
use in epidemic control. Now, 
under the Communist 1egime, 
China is slacking and in general 
appears to be hostile toward WHO 
activities. 

The explanation of the Soviet 
attitude is simple, but it would 
be interesting to hear it forced 
from the lips of the Russians 
themselves. Théy regard the 
United Nations as a political plat- 
form. The provisions of its charter 
regarding international co-opera- 
tion for social and economic im- 
provement of the masses have 
been sabotaged from the very 
beginning. They are not interested 
in improving conditions in capi- 
talist countries for the simple 
reason that Communism thrives 
misery and desperation. 

They are interested in social 
and economic improvement only 
if and when it can be accom- 
plished under a Communist re- 
gime. 

The only extraordinary thing 
about this attitude is that it has 
remained unchallenged by the 
A:.ericans, in a serious way, for 
more than three years. The result 
is that the Russians, in the case 
of such an organization as the 
World Health Organization, are 
getting away with murder.

nists are able, in time, to obtain 
material help and moral support 
from the Chinese Reds, the bal- 
ance of power may shift.

Burmese slangsters have a nick- 
name for the Communists. They 
call them the “Bone Wa Da,” 
translated literally as “Everything 
Is Free.” 

A Potential Paradise. 


Given peace, Burma could be 
one of the happiest Asian nations. 
Food is no problem here. The 
Burmese grow more rice than 
they can eat, and before the war 
they were the largest exporters 
of rice in the world. In contrast 
to overpopulated India, where the 
population density is 242 to the 
square mile, Burma has an aver- 
age of only 65. Teak and oil, lead 
and tungsten, rubies. and jade 
contributed to its wealth before 
the war and could do so again if 
order were restored. Still great- 
er — lie buried under Burma's 
soil. 

To the west lies India, whose 
traders— before independence— 
dominated a large part of Burma’s 
business and whose landlords and 
money lenders brought its peas- 
ants to the verge of ruin. 

Today the greater problem is 
China, standing on the north and 
northeast. Marxist theory has long 
been a favorite conversation piece 
for Burmese politicians. Indeed, 
the Burmese constitution, drafted 
in 1947 but not yet ratified, is a 
clear-cut though moderate So- 
cialist document. However, Marx- 
ism in the flesh, as practiced by 
a powerful neighbor whose inten- 
tions toward Burma afe prob- 
lematical, is something else again. 

Internal peace in Burma is im- 
peratively necessary and yet so 
remote that it is not even a glow 
on the horizon. The government, 
headed by Thakin Nu, a youthful 
and high-minded Premier, is 
stranded in Rangoon and the 
vicinity. Government troops hold 
widely scattered areas, some 80 
isolated from the capital that they 
can be reached only by air. Much 
of the countryside is overrun by 
warring groups, as it was a thou- 
sand years ago. No sooner does 
the government recapture one 
point than it loses another per- 
haps a hundred miles away. The 
teak, oil and mining industries are 
at a near-standstill. The one 
bright spot is rice. Through a 
miracle that many had thought 
impossible, the government is 
managing this year to export 
more than a million tons of rice 
to a hungry world. 
| Record of British Rule. 


Your old British resident, who 
has taken a heavy financial beat- 
ing from Burma’s post-war dis- 
order, will tell you that independ- 
ence was a mistake and that the 
Burman is “simply incapable of 
self-government.” His American 
colleague is likely to chime in by 
saying that the Burman is a child 
who regards the right to handle 
and shoot guns as a fundamental 
human right. This is not the 
whole story. 

For many years the British ran 
Burma for the benefit of Great 


Britain, while the Indians and the. 


Chinese took the leftover pickings. 
The Burmans never enjoyed the 
fullest opportunity for higher edu- 
cation ‘or for training in national 
leadership. But it was not possi- 
ble to bar from Burma the spirit 
of nationalism which swept Asia 
in the early part of this century, 
gathered force in the Twenties 
and Thirties and exploded in the 
Forties. By the end of the war, 
Burmese nationalists were united 
in a loose alliance of left wing 
groups called the Anti-Fascist 
People’s Freedom League. They 
won a promise of independence 
from Britain’s Labor government 
and realized their dream on Jan.4, 
1948, The aftermath, so far, has 
been something little short of an- 
archy. 

The league was beginning to 
crack apart even before Independ- 
ence Day and it has continued to 
do so since. Today only a segment 
of the original coalition 
in Rangoon and the government 
finds itself confronted by open re-

2. The Red Flag

4. The Karen National Organ- 
izations. As pointed out above, the 
Karens are anti-government but 
are reputed also to be anti-Com- 
munist, although there have been 
times when they seemed to have a 
working arrangement with the 
Reds for the sake of attaining a’ 
common objective. The Karens 
are one of Burma’s many racial 
minorities. They differ from the 
ruling Burman in language, tribal 
origin and cultural background. 
Unlike the Burmans, who are 
Buddhists, a large faction of the 
Karens are missionary-educated 
Baptists. They are probably the 
best fighting men in Burma. 

Karens Widely Scattered. 


Although there are 3,000,000 
people of Karen origin in Burma, 
they are widely dispersed. Never- 
theless, a settlement with the 
Karens is indispensable to any so- 
lution of the Burmese impasse. It 
is not yet in sight. The Karens 
went into rebellion because of 
their inability to agree with the 
government on their demand for 
an autonomous Karen state with- 
in the berders of Burma. The 
government is now ready to cone 
cede most of the original Karen 
terms, but the Karens’ demands 
have grown in proportion to their 
military successes. Given peace 
with the Karens, the government 
is confident that it could subdue 
the Communists and begin the 
long task of reconstruction on 
which so much has been planned 
and so little accomplished. 


Meanwhile, significant changes 
are discernible in the Burmese 
government’s attitude toward the 
West. When the Burmans gained 
independence they were cockily 
self-confident and. almost hystere 
ically suspicious of Western in- 
fluence. Toward the Communists 
the government took a concilia- 
tory and compromising attitude. 
Last spring, under pressure of 
civil war and imminent bank- 
ruptcy, the Burmese began a re- 
luctant process of self-examinae 
tion. At a British Commone 
wealth conference in March they 
freely discussed their need for 
help but rejected offers of concil- 
lation. Last summer a new stage 
was reached. Newspapers began 
to moderate their tone against the 
West and to direct some of the 
shafts at the Communists. 


The Premier admitted in Par- 
liament the country’s inability to 
meet its needs wholly from in- 
ternal resources and announced 
the intention of seeking foreign 
capital and technical assistance 
while at the same time opposing 
foreign domination. 

For the once cockily self-suf- 
ficient Burmese government this 
was no easy decision. For the 
West it was a hopeful augury.

None was wiser, or sprightlier, 

than Mrs. Chesnut, who has pro- 

vided one of the most illuminat- 
ing, and titillating, of all the 
volumes about the Confederate 


era.. 

So frank in her writing, in 
fact, was Mrs. Chesnut, that 
until now we have had to be con- 
tent with a trimmed-away ver- 
sion. Mr, Williams performs a 
good service in restoring elimi- 
nated passages, so that.the new 
edition is almost double the size 
of the-old. And here, more 
buoyantly than ever, comes Mrs. 
Chesnut, sui generis, livelier, 
more confidential, more pene- 
trating even than before. 

A well-born matron of South 
Carolina, Mary Chesnut “was 
there” when war rolled upon her 
people; when Jefferson Davis of- 
fended’ one man, then another, 
by a personality that admittedly 
grew more difficult with each 
month; when ominous cracks ap- 
peared in the Confederate fa- 
cade; when one quarreling gen- 
eral gave another a look that 
told a volume. She listened, she 
asked questions, she noted 
shrewdly the meaning of a stray 
word; and, ever herself, she had 
a fine time putting it all down. 

Here is a human account of a 
war’s background, a woman’s ac- 
count—gossip at gossip’s best, 
gossip pointed and significant, It 
shows, surprisingly to some, the 
deep conflicts within the Con- 
federacy, the clashes that could 
hardly be reconciled, some of 
the class and caste differences 
that standard sources pass over. 
Mary Chesnut offers us the bad 
and the good—bravery, and also 
boudoir intrigue; heroism, and 
male weakness that merits only 
a snicker. 

There is a certain kindness, a 
womanly generosity toward 
others; and yet, too, a touch of 
acid, when a flighty miss crosses 
Mary Chesnut’s path, and regrets 
it. Let somebody be too pomp- 
ous, and the lady sets it down 
in every devastating phrase. Let 
a Confederate Senator play the 
fool, and Mrs. Chesnut has 
caught him on thé tip of her 
pen. It is done in easy, unpre- 
tending style,. peppered with a 
good deal of plain wisdom, com- 
mon-sense balance; and the lady 
manages to laugh at herself now 
and then. All in all, this diary is 
as readable as a first-rate novel, 
and it has the further merit of 
being true, from start to finish 
—or as true as a charming, able 
woman could make it.

N the closing pages of “‘House 
in the Sun,” the author, Dane 
Chandos, allows himself a 


brief moment of philosophical re- — 


flection. “‘How restful are the 
Indios in their simiplicity” he 
says, “in an existence that knows 
nothing of the boredom of plenty, 
the confusion of variety or the 
dreariness of persistent wit.” 


This paragraph is not offered 
as the thesis of his book, nor as 
the final summing up of the dif- 
ference. between the life he was 
born to and the one he has 
temporarily adopted. It is merely 
a passing thought in a text which 
is primarily a record of daily 
events in a Mexican village where 
nothing important ever happens.

jail, coping with the eccentrici- 
ties of paying guests of all na- 
tionalities and plumbing the mo- 
tive behind the stated motive of 
Mexican behavior, 

But in the course of the book 
one gets to know the domestics 
at the Chandos posada and 
many of the villagers as if they 
were friends from childhood. 
Cayetano, the sage major domo, 
Caldelaria the cook who is a 
walking compendium of village 
gossip, Obdulia and Nieves the 
faithful but unpredictable maids 
and ten or fifteen others appear 
in sharp outline and in depth. 
They are individuals; but they 
share the common wisdom of 
their race which tells them how 
to take what the day offers.

Unfortunately, 
it is a badly chosen introduction, 
one that would not tax the in- 
genuity of any hack writer who 
possessed a secondhand acquaint- 
agce with the facts of life and 
an inborn weakness for repeating 
himself, 
The narrator of this story is 
Adriana, an unusually beautiful 
and amorous girl, Her mother 
sends her off to be a model be- 
cause, in the mother’s words, 
“one thing leads to another.”

N_ the whole, though, the 
0 book does not offer much in 
in the way of external excite- 
ment.

HE autobiographical label, 


journalism, the revamping of a 


girlish diary. A moment’s re- 
flection will shatter this error. 
The book gives an offhand im- — 


pression of having included 
everything that happened, yet it 
is the product of meticulous 
choice and represents maturity 
watching youth—not youth seen 
in its own mirror, Words and 
incidents have been sifted so 
carefully, chosen and pieced to- 
gether into such an intricate pat- 
- tern, that if you-skip a chapter 
or a paragraph, you will have to 
turn back, As one who has been 
professionally trained to skip, 
and I can skip a whole novel 
happily after skipping through a 
dismal first or last chapter, I 
find this kind of word carpentry 
as amazing as it is admirable. It 
is not the story sequence, but 
the development of ideas that 
holds the book so firmly in one 
piece. 

The result is a panorama of 
youth that brings out all the un- 
remembered smells and colors of 
growing up.

One limitation that will be 
sensed in “‘Celia Amberley” must, 
I’m afraid, be mentioned, The 
book has many characters. Only 
one is three dimensional. This 
sets out to be the inside story of 
one individual; and her growing 
pains dominate the story to the 
point of self-centeredness. To 
achieve the quality of a big 
classic, as opposed to the small 
one this is, there must be a free 
interaction of personalities seen 
not from one character’s point of 
view, but seen sympathetically 
from the author’s almost imper- 
sonal vantage higher up. Where 
there is conflict, one must be 
forced to sympathize (that is, 
feel) with all sides, not side with 
one. “Celia” reflects the intro- 
vert personality, keenly aware of 
other personalities around itself, 
but seeing them too much in its 
own terms. 

That is a shortcoming, and it 
may be responsible for the auto- 
biography myth. For autobiog- 
raphy usually suffers in the same 
respect, being by nature an apol- 


ogy for the writer's life, rather is

ARCHITECTURE AND. THE SPIRIT OF 
MAN, by Joseph Hudnut.. (Harvard 
University Press, 301 pgs., $4.50.) 

RCHITECTURE is, or should 


be, everybody's business, for 


it is one of the inescapably 
public arts, Its form and color 
will influence public taste im- 
measurably.. Right here in St. 
Louis, on Lindell Boulevard, we 
probably have more. Rhine -Cas- 
tles than in all of Old Germany, 
built by immigrants influenced 
by a remembrance. People are 
influenced by ideas concretely 
expressed as in buildings, and 
ideas are carried away by people. 
A perfect integration of esthetics, 
function and tocial responsibility 
is what the author wants, and 
in whose cause he is willing to 


-accept one role out of many for 


architecture. 


The citizen is formed as a 
child in the school. Therefore, 
says Prof. Hudnut, the school 
must be a group of low, rambling 
buildings. facing onto gardens 
and connecting the child with 
nature constantly. It must be 
freed from the world so that the 
child may learn above all else the 
art of living. And then? ‘Then 
he will go into a world of steel, 


of quick movement, of mass pro- 
duction. ‘Should he fight against 
it? Rather better organize it, use 
more steel, make it more effi- 
cient. The city is here to stay, 
mechanization will only increase. 
There are ills in it but it is the 
duty of the architect to correct 
them,. to bring more pleasing 
forms out of utilitarian mate- 


rials. 
W auther’s mind a conflict be- 

tween what he might con- 
sider an ideal sofution and his 
acceptance of the world as he 
knows it is and will be, on one 
point he is always consistent: 
Architecture must be for today 
and loses its validity when based 
on outworn techniques or con- 
cepts, For that reason he hearti+ 
ly indorses city, planning, as well 
as mass housing projects. He 
gives the sociologists and the 
politicians their due and asks in 
return only that they acknowl- 
edge the architect as a contribu- 
tor of social as well as technical 
forms, 

Prof. Hudnut, who is Dean of 
the Faculty: in Design and Prof. 
of Architecture at Harvard, has 
written a book which will raise 
much discussion among archi- 
tects,. sociologists and city plan- 
ners. It is a book which should 
be read, and can be read easily 
enough, by any reader interest- 
ed in the added dimension Prof.

The 
New England reformer called his 
paper the Observer, but it was 
never content with merely look- 
ing over the scene and reporting 
what it saw. As Prof. Pease says, 
he assailed “in Miltonic invec- 
tive with the biting scorn of the 
Puritan every sin and vice.” High 
up on the list of course was the 
bondage of human beings. 

While there were some slavery 
sympathizers in Southern [ili- 
nois, many who opposed slavery 
also disliked Lovejoy’s crusadipg. 
For there were those who wére 
against slavery in the abstract 
but who opposed criticism of it 
to the point of open controversy 
because they believed abolition- 
ism to be, in Prof. Pease’s phrase, 
“fraught with danger to the

Their Fight for Survival After B- 29 


Ditched in Open Atlantic--What Looked | - 


Like Ripples From Air Turned Out to Be 
40 - Foot Waves as Big Plane Hit Water

When news was received of the rescue of the 18 survivors on the B-29 which ditched 400 miles 
north of Bermuda on Nov. 16, the Post-Dispatch flew a correspondent to Bermuda to get first-hand 
stories of their three days and nights on liferafts in the open sea. Lt. Col. John Grable, commander 
of the plane, is a former St. Louisan, and three others of the survivors are from Missouri. Following 

is the first of three articles telling of the battle of the 18 men against the sea. 


BERMUDA, Dec. 3. 


N Tuesday, Nov. 15, at 2:30 p.m., Pacifie Coast 
QO time, a B-29 bomber took off from March 
Field. near Riverside, Calif., on a training 
mission which would take it first to Bermuda and 
then on to England. 


At 11:50 a.m., Bermuda time, the following day, 
the plane, after having been blown nearly 400 
miles off its course, and out of gas, “ditched” in 
the Atlantic ocean in a sea so rough, with waves 
dashing an estimated 40 feet high, that the plane 
was torn in half just forward of the tail section. 
Two men were lost in the ditching operation; the 
rest of the crew and “passengers,” numbering 18 
in all, drifted for three wretched days and nights 
huddled together on two small rafts before they 
were spotted by.a searching B-17 and picked up, 
shortly thereafter, by the Canadian destroyer, 
Haida. 


During those three days and nights they had 
nothing to eat but vitamin tablets and fruit drops, 
. which were emergency rations on the rafts, and 
the water from one canteen which one of the 
men happened to hang around his neck when the 
ship ditched. As it turned gut, however, their 
worst suffering came not from hunger and thirst, 
but from seasickness brought on by being tossed 
continuously like a button in a washing machine, 
and from salt water burns which left their skin 
swollen, broken and bleeding. These, combined 
with the fact that there were nine men crowded 
on each raft. The sitting surface on the rafts 
was about equal, the men estimated, to the mat- 
tress on a hospital bed. 


All 18 men were rescued, but those I talked to 
agreed that one more night would have brought 
“a lot of changes.” As it was, many of the men, 
when they tried to move from the raft to the 
rescuing lifeboat, fell flat on their faces, unable to 
make their legs work. 


Legs Swollen; Deep Cuts 


When I reached here by plane, several ‘days 
after the rescue, the men were still hospitalized, 
but some of them were able to walk around the 
hospital and still others were well enough to dress 
and leave the hospital for short stretches. But 
their legs were painfully swollen and most of them 
had deep, angry looking cuts, which were just 
beginning to heal. , They were cut on their hands, 
heads and legs, most often around the ankles. But 
none of them was able to tell just how and when 
he was cut. It happened when the plane hit and 
in getting out of the plane. The excitement, to- 
gether with the salt water, made the men oblivious 
to pain. It wasn’t until they were drifting in the 
ocean and the cuts began to swell and fester that 
they realized they had been hurt. 

The plane and regular crew of 12 had been 
stationed at March Field for four months. It was 
one of a number of B-29s included in the training 
mission which left March Field the preceding 
days This plane was supposed to leave with the 
rest, but it developed engine trouble and didn't 
get away until the following day. The others were 
traveling 15 minutes apart. This one traveled alone. 


In command of the plane was Lt. Col. John 
Grable, a former St. Louisan, who is only 31 years 
old, but whose bald head and mature expression 
make him seem considerably older. A B-29 has 
three pilots, the commander (Grable) and a pilot 
and co-pilot. Sitting in the pilot’s seat was Lt. 
Ernest W. Oliver of Abilene, Tex., and seated at 
his elbow and a little to the rear, in the co-pilot’s 
seat, was Capt. Wilford Jones of Desloge, Mo. 
The rest of the men were at their stations from 
one end of-the ship to the other. 


Didn't Know Names 


The eight “passengers” as they are referred to 
by the regular crew, were maintenance men and 
mechanics along to look after the ship. Since the 
maintenance crew was made up shortly before the 
plane*took off, few of them were well acquainted 
with one another and not at all acquainted with 
the members of the crew. Consequently many of 
the men, when they found themselves facing death 
on a raging sea a day later, discovered they didn't 
even know one another's names. 

The trip was uneventful from March Field across 
the United States. Captain Jones relieved Lt. 
Oliver for a few hours, the men in the rear chewed 
the fat and cracked jokes and the younger ones, 
who had never been overseas, speculated upon 
what England would be like. Among them was 
20-year-old Cpl. William H. Coston, who graduated 
from Springfield (Mo.) high school a couple of 
years ago and hadn't been anywhere much but 
March Field. At the other end of the scale was 
Master Sgt. Ray Coulter who, at 46, has been in 
the Army 23 years and has been just about every- 
where. 

Grable, who had been in the Army since Febru- 
ary of 1941, had flown during the war with the 
Eighth Air Force. Both Oliver and Jones flew 
during the war, as did Lt. Ralston P. Bennett of 
Crystal City, Mo., a handsome young officer who 
was acting as radar operator and who was a veteran 
of three crashes, one of them a ditching. He was 
the only man in the outfit who had ever ditched, 
consequently the only one who knew what to ex- 
pect. But even he wasn’t prepared for what 
followed. 


Dodged Thunderheads 


Some time around 6 o’clock on Wednesday morn- 
ing the plane left the Atlantic coast and flew out 
over the ocean, headed for Bermuda. Shortly there- 
after it ran into some bad weather and did a little 
dodging around to miss some thunderheads. 


Their ETA (estimated time of arrival at Ber- 
muda) as worked out by the navigator was 8:48 a.m. 
There was a heavy overcast. They ducked down 
under the clouds and looked, As far as they could 
see in any direction there was nothing but water. 
No sign of Bermuda. 

No one felt very concerned at the time, Lt. Ben- 
nett explained later, because they figured they 
could pick up Bermuda on their radio, or radio 
compass. It was then they discovered that the 
radio wasn’t working. What was wrong with it no 
one knows, and now, since the plane is at the bot- 
tom of the ocean, no one will ever know. (The last 
time they had used the radio was over Memphis. 
They had talked to the field there as they passed 
over.) They then tried radar, but got nothing. 
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Since radar equipment on a B-29 reaches 100 miles, ” 


ey knew they were more than 100 miles from 
and. 

Col. Grable then ordered Lt. Bennett to try the 
long range navigator. This is a little box with lines 
running vertically and diagonally, by which a navi- 
gator can fix his position. Bennett found he could 
get nothing with that either. 

By this time they had about two and a half 
hours of fuel left, so there was still no immediate 
concern. Everyone felt that if they kept flying 
in a large enough circle they would be bound to 
sight Bermuda. Col. Grable instructed Bennett to 
try shooting the sun with the sextant, another 
means of fixing position. But the sky was so over- 
cast they could get sunlight only in short glimpses. 
They did determine by this method, however, that 
ony were somewhere north of where they should 


Started Calling Bermuda 


At this point they started calling Bermuda on 
their liaison radio, which will carry between 600 
and 700 miles. They were in voice contact with 
Kindley Field, United States Army Base here, and 
the field gave them what seemed to be their bear- 
ings, as well as they could estimate, but warned 
them it was unreliable. 

By this time they had less than two hours of 
fuel. The officers who were aware of the situation 
began to worry. They dropped below the clouds 
again for another look for the island. But there 
was no island. All they could see was water. 

When Kindley Field received the messages by 
radio from the B-29, the Air Rescue Unit was 
alerted, and in a short time a number of B-17s 
was searching for the plane. When a Second radio 
message was received, Air Rescue Units along the 
east coast, as well as the Coast Guard and Naval 
Stations in that area were alerted. Also told to be 
on the lookout were all surface vessels in that area 
of the Atlantic. 

About 60 planes of the Army and Navy and 
Coast Guard air forces converged at Kindley Field 
to take part in the search. In addition, commercial 
planes flying between Bermuda and the States 
were on the lookout. 


When the B-29 got down to between 40 and 45 


minutes of fuel, there was no longer any doubt as 
to what the crew would have to do. They ‘would 
have to ditch thé plane. No matter which way they 
turned, there wouldn’t be enough fuel to get them 
to Bermuda.

They, too, have cylinders of gas which are sup- 
posed to inflate the rafts automatically.

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Those who could see out realized for the first time, 
with a sense of dismay, that what they had taken 
for gentle ripples on the surface of the sea were in 
reality giant swells as big as houses.

Assaults Have Increased 50 Per Cent in I0 Years— 
Viewpoints of Police, Legal and Psychiatric Experts

St. Louisans recall the case of 
22-month-old Joseph 
Nichols, whose battered remains 
were. discovered in a bureau 
drawer in a-hotel here just a year 
ago. 

Each of these crimes had sex 
for a motive. No less an authority 
than J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, says that the depraved sex 
criminal has replaced the kid- 
naper for money as the- prime 


threat to the peace of mind of - 
America’s parents. His records 


show that criminal assaults have 
increased by 50 per cent in the 
past decade. 

Alarmed -by this growing dan- 
ger to its children, the country 
turns to its police, legal and 
psychiatric experts to ask: what 
should we do about our sex of- 
fenders? 

To ask the question is to invite 


an avalanche of conflicting views. | 


Are sex offenders conditioned by 
constitution or environment? Are 
they curable or incurable? Should 
they be treated primarily as crim- 
inals or mental patients? There 
appears no clear-cut answer. Psy- 


We pushed on to the wildlife area and in a ragweed \

I found the young steers scattered out through three 
fields, but all present and accounted for; then headed 
down across the farm toward home. Along the edge of the 
pond and in a small swale where we often find woodcock 
at this time of year the dogs raised several jack snipe, 
which toek the air in erratic flight, crying “scaip, scaip” 
as they went. Once highly considered as a game bird, the 
Wilsons snipe finally became so scarce that the season 
was closed on it throughout the United States. From our 

~ observation this was done in time to save the species, for 
it now seems to be increasing at a good rate. 
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@ FINALLY WE crossed the creek again and hiked home 
up the county road, along the edge of the small bottom field 
where we'd seeded our first planting of brome grass and 
alfalfa. To the south, Ted Douglas was fixing fence along his 
red clover field. A small truck came along behind me and 
I called the dogs aside into the brush to let it pass. For some 
reason, I happened to glance over into the alfalfa; and what 
I saw there brought me up standing. Perhaps 50 yards from 
the fence and almost in the center of the field, a white tail 
deer was nibbling peacefully at the alfalfa shoots. I stood 
dead still and it raised its head and watched me without the 
slightest alarm. Plainly it was a spike buck, well grown and 
Sieek, but the light had faded too far for me to distinguish 
whether the antlers bore a fork. 

We stood thus for several moments until old Mike, turned 
to look back from up the hill. He saw the deer and hurried 
down to investigate. Up went the white flag and the deer 
moved gracefully down the field, cleared the fence under the 
bluff and circled toward the house. Mike soon came back 
and we hurried home to get Mama, just in case the deer had 
laid down in the brush and we might find it again. By the 
time we got there, it had moved off northward through the 
timber. But we're hoping our deer will come back again 
and that we may be able to guard him against poachers until 
another season rolls around and he is a mature buck with 
a fine set of antlers.

There is strong evidence that 
much of the public has yet to 
grasp the seriousness of sex 
crimes. Edward L. Dowd, assist- 
ant circuit attorney who has pros- 
ecuted some 40 such cases within 
the last two years, tells of a lo- 
cal jury that acquitted a father 
on charges of raping his own 
five-year-old daughter despite the 
most forceful testimony of a doc- 
tor, the mother and the child her- 
self (“the little girl was cross- 
examined on the stand for two 
hours and never faltered’). Says 
he: “The jury just couldn’t be- 
lieve a man would rape his own 
daughter.” 

In another case a man was con- 
victed of raping a six-year old. 
He got 10 years. Re-tried be- 
cause of a technicality, he was 
freed on what seemed to Dowd 
to be the flimsiest possible 


“grounds. 


In a new scientific work on sex 
criminals, a California authority 
says: “All too often we lose sight 
of the fact that the homosexual 
is an inveterate seducer of the 
young of both sexes, and that he 
presents a social problem because 
he is not content with being de- 
generate himself; he must have 
degenerate companions, and is 
ever seeking for younger victims.” 

St. Louis psychiatrists have ad- 
vanced several possible methods 
of dealing with sex offenders. The 
most frequently heard suggestions 


appear to crystallize to these 
points: 


1. The sex offender’s poten- 
tial victims must be better edu- 
cated. 

2. There should be a system- 
atic screening of offenders and 
their division inte a group sus- 
ceptible to treatment and an- 
other group for whom long- 
term incarceration is the only 
safe disposition. 


3. A far tighter parole or pro- 
bationary system should: be 
evolved for sex offenders when 
released from hospitals or 
prisons. 

4. An organized treatment 
program is needed, in prisons 
or hospitals or outpatient 
clinics. -

“The state hospitals,” he con- 
tinued, “have just enough doctors 
to keep the death rate down.

We don’t even have the 
staff to give some of the simpler 
treatments.” 

A more radical view was re- 
cently taken in the American 
Journal of Psychiatry by Dr. 
Henry A. Davidson, who stated 
flatly that “we have no way of 
successfully treating the sexual 
psychopath. Cures, if any, must 
be extremely rare. Perhaps it is 
time to confess this is an area 
in which we may have been 
overselling psychiatry.”

You will find that human be- 
havior can be charted scientifi- 
cally in this fashion, and that 
often we act because of the jug- 
gling of several such factors. 

It is regrettable that more 
American adults cannot act like 
truly emotional grown-ups and 
consider “Reward Number One” 
as enough, even though, like 
Jesus, they may actually receive 
censure instead of “Reward Num- 
ber Two.”

has followed this line of thought 
to its logical conclusion by declar- 
ing that “the sex offender is not 
a mental patient, but is a dan- 
gerous criminal and should be 
treated as . criminal.” 


x * 
HIS school of thought finds 
its echo in St. Louis with a 
doctor who daily’ handles 
‘large numbers of mental patients 
and who asked that his name be 
withheld. 

“We know there is a psycho- 
pathic personality which, the mo- 
ment it’s left to its own resources, 
deviates from social conformity,” 
he says. “These people are trou- 
blemakers in mental hospitals. 
They delight in developing fights 
among patients. I woudn’t take 
one in if I had to be in contempt 
of court. It’s criminal to subject 
mentally sick persons to their 
whim.” 

Dr. Sydney B. Maughs, who has 
been president of the Missouri 
Association for Mental Hygiene, 
Inc., takes a milder view. “If we 
had a place where these cases 
could be treated,” he comments, 
“we wouldn’t have to talk about 
refined guesswork. Possibly some 
should be paroled to a doctor for 
treatment. A great many are 
treatable with sufficient time and 
attention.” He adds that 100 
hours of individual attention over 
a period of one year might be 
termed average. Severe cases 
may take two years of constant 
consultation. 

Dr. Maughs echoed the senti- 
ment of several psychiatrists in- 
terviewed in stating flatly: “I 
don’t think there’s. any point in 
sending these offenders to Ful- 
ton.” 

Dr. Edwin F. Gildea, head of 
the department of neuropsychi- 
atry at Washington University, 
said he thought a separate divi- 
sion for sexual psychopaths should 
be created at one of.the mental 
institutions, He says that a 
prison sentence,’ particularly in 
case of a first offense, “does noth- 
ing but build up resentments, 
teach further perversions and 
leaves offenders nearly always in 
worse condition. 

“I know of no case that was 
improved by a three or five-year 
stretch in prison,” he says. “I 
do, however, know of a few who 
have been greatly helped by psy- 
chotherapy.” 

A challenging theory is ad- 
vanced by Dr. Satterfield, who 
has seen 1800 sex offenders in 25 
years of psychiatric practice. He 
contends that sex criminals do not 
belong in mental hospitals, and 
should be sent to prison. But, and 
this is important, the sex offend- 
ers should be “re-educated” in 
jail alang with all other types of 
criminals. 

“Thieves are just as sick,” Dr. 
Satterfield asserts. “Sex offenders 
should be treated in prison. The 
only reason why we don’t think 
of that is because we don’t do 
anything about the. thieves, 
either.” 

x * *& 
HAT is causing the rise in 
the number of sex crimes? 
Several theories have been 
suggested. War unsettles people 
and so does the postwar period of 
moving about. Tightening up of 
money tends to bring out personal 
inadequacies, Old sex offenders— 
and culprits aged 70 and 80 are 
fairly common—enjoy the feeling 
of power they have over a child. 
Obscene literature is blamed by 
some authorities as an inciting 
factor. Many offenders seek mis- 
«<hievous revenge and may work 
their hostility toward all women 
by raping one, Some men who get 
tired of their marital sex life re- 
vert to acts practiced in their 
teens. 

Juvenile Judge Eugene J. Sar- 
torius blames much of the current 
looseness of youth on lack of dis- 
cipline and supervision in the 
home, He says he often patrols 
the streets at nights and finds 
promiscuity rampant. Indepen- 


-dence and absence from the home 


of working ‘wives, loose language 
and lewd acts by adults in front 
of children all add up to raw ma- 
terial for almost incredible sex 
cases that come up among the 
children brought into his court. 
‘He recommends return to church 
and curfews.

Smart Town House From. 


Old-Fas

HEN Mr. and Mrs. Festus 

Wade Jr. started searching 

for a house in town they 
came up against typical and fa- 
miliar problems, Either the 
houses were too large, or were in 
state of disrepair or were just 
plain ugly. So when they finally 
spotted the house at 4900 Per- 
shing avenue, Mrs. Wade, known 
in the business world as Mar- 
garet Caradine Wright, recog- 
nized its sound construction, ap- 
preciated basically good lines, 
and had the vision to see that 
with not too much effort or ex- 
penditure of money it could be 
transformed into a charming, so- 
phisticated town house. 


In remodeling the house, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wade decided at the 
start to concentrate on the ex- 
terior believing, and rightly so, 
that the appearance of the out- 
side would set the whole tone for 
what was to be found within. 
What they had to work with was 
a simple, four-square facade, its 
essentially trim lines obscured by 
a “veranda” so typical of the 
houses built by the score in the 
early 1900s in St. Louis. By the 
simple expedient of ripping off 
this porch, they changed the en- 
tire character of the house. They 
realized then that the face-lifting 
job was not going to be so dras- 
tic after all. 7 

Even the entrance doorway, 
which had seemed rather nonde- 
script when overshadowed by 
heavy columns of the porch, took 
on stature. By the simple addi- 
tion of classic wood columns at 
either side, flanked by coach lan- 
terns, and a little canopy placed 
above, the entire mood of the ex- 
terior was set. ..The final touch 
was the flight of brick steps lead- 
ing up to the door, the little brick 
landing platform being sur 
rounded by a wrought iron railing 
painted black. With all the struc- 
tural work completed, the house 
was given real dash by painting 
the entire exterior a soft French 
gray set off by shutters and en- 
trance door of a deep bronze 
green that looks almost black. 

& “2 @ 
TTRACTIVE as the interior 
has become, it is in the han- 
dling of the front yard that 

has given this house its truly 
distinctive flavor. Realizing that 
grass in the city is always a 
difficult problem, the Wades de- 
cided to eliminate it entirely and 
substitute materials that would be 
equally attractive all year round. 
The lawns at either side of the 
brick entrance walk were covered 
entirely with white chat, softened 
around the outside edges by a 
complete border of ivy. Wrought 
iron railings mark the end of the 
lot and also flank the entrance 
to the walk from the street with 
the area in between outlined by 
a privet hedge and more ivy. 
Four little dogwood trees are 
symmetrically placed along the 
walk and a pair of old hitching 
posts mark the path to the rear. 

At the rear one finds a delight- 
ful little “all-year” garden. Tucked 
away at the ‘back of the house, it 
is an oasis of beauty and quiet 
on a busy city street, created with 
a great deal of imagination from 
a typical back yard. Again, not a 
blade of grass is to be seen and 
every item, that went into the 
make-up of this garden was se- 
lected with the idea that it must 
look equally well in a winter 
snowstorm, or under a blazing 
summer sun. 

Entirely surrounded by a high 
split sapling fence of the French 
type, the fence serves the two- 
fold purpose of providing com- 
plete seclusion from the outside 


oS oe and creating an attractive back- 


ground from the inside. The two 
side walls of the fencing are left 
in the natural wood tone while 
the back wall is painted white. It 
is a most adroit method of provid- 
ing perspective in a small area 


and also focussing attention on 


the charming little stone fountain 
figure that is placed before it. 
This little figure, highly deco- 
rative in itself, is given further 
importance by the faded Italian 
blue wood board that is placed 
behind it and the matching ole- 
ander trees that are planted at 
either side.

bricks. that covers the entire 
area and makes this outdoor spot 


usable at all times, the planting of 
English ivy that entirely surrounds 
the flooring, spilling out over the 
bricks and climbing the wood 
fence; the charming little holly 
trees that are dotted around and 
the clusters of grape and wisteria 
vines that climb at intervals along 
the fence. In fact, tiny as the 
space is, every bit of planting and 
every item of furnishing has been 
so meticulously chosen, that the 
completed effect, viewed from 
any angle at any season of the 
year, is one of charm and delight. 

Although space is too limited 
to describe the interior of the 
house at length, it would be a 
pity not to give some indication 
of the way in which the inside 
fulfills the promise of the exte- 
rior, Again, everything is small 
in scale and the furnishings have 
been carefully selected with this 
in mind. The tiny entrance hall 
with its black, marbleized lino- 
leum floor, its gray and white 
striped wallpaper, and its little

sofa covered in emerald green 
satin, sets the color scheme for 
the entire first floor. The sofa, 
Victorian in design, and flanked 
by two charming little antique 
French tables, also serves as in- 
troduction to the spirit of the 
rooms beyond. Here, as else- 
where throughout the house, old 
shutters are used as doors be- 
tween the openings and are fitted 
with antique green glass tie-backs 
as door pulls. 

The emerald green of the liv- 
ing room walls is set off by the 
white marble Victorian mantel, 
the straight, simple white cotton 
taffeta draperies and the flow- 
ered white chintz that covers the 
sofa. Small chairs deeply tufted 
and covered in emerald green vel- 
vet are placed before the mantel 
which is simply accented with a 
whgte framed mirror and antique 
French crystal and gold giran- 
doles, The care with which the 


furnishings have been selected to 
suit the scale of the room is ob- 
vious, particularly in the tiny 
pull-up chairs done in green and 
white striped satin and in the 
secretary that is almost miniature 
in size. Accessories, too, have been 
carefully chosen, most of the 
pieces being of antique green 
glass. 

The doorway leading into the 
dining room has been partially 
filled with built-in bookcases to 
bring it into scale with the size 
of the rooms. The dining room, 
too, repeats the color tones and 
furniture period of - the living 
room. Walls here are a soft gray, 
accented by a dramatic wallpaper 
border with swags of green rib- 
bon filled with fruits and flowers 
in gray and charcoal tones high- 
lighted with yellow. Draperies of 
yellow taffeta, and a collection of 


heirloom Rockingham plates in. 


green, white and gold which hang 


above the buffet are repeat notes 
in the color theme. The antique 
drop leaf table is accompanied by 
small, Victorian rose back chairs 
painted white and upholstered in 
emerald green satin. The door 
from this room leading into the 
garden was created by removing 
a radiator and extending the win- 
dow full length. 

The upstairs has been handled 
with the same fresh approach as 
the rest of the house. All the bed- 
rooms are gay with flowered and 
quilted chintzes, fluffy white cur- 
tains, and quaint Victorian fure- 
nishings. There is something 
heart-warming about a house of 
this sort, possibly becatiBe the 
story of the ugly duckling has 
universal appeal. And certainly 
the Wades, with a great expendi- 
ture of thought and care, have 
turned a nondescript place into a 
home with charm and individu-

CCORDING to the official 
laws of Canasta, you may add 
as many wild cards as you 
wish to a completed canasta, but 
you may not use more than three 
wild cards in any lesser meld.

CHICAGO, (UP) — Manufac- 
turers seldom save money by 
building their plants outside city 
limits to avoid municipal taxes, 
a survey shows. 

The American Municipal Asso- 
ciation and the American Society 
of Planning Officials, studied 
tax rates in 40 cities. The associ- 
tions reported that the total costs 
of services in outlying. areas 
often are as high or higher than 
taxes levied for those purposes 
inside the cities. 

In the Atlanta (Ga.) area the 
study showed, for instance, that 
industries outside the city pay 
about 12 per cent more than 
those inside, if the cost of water 
at double the city rate is in- 
cluded.

State of Arkansas. Ac- 
tually, up until now, a great many 
of the people have had no taste 
of ruling. They have been dis- 
qualified by party restrictions, by 
poll taxes; they have been handi- 
capped by faulty communications 
and their own lack of schooling. 


What was true of Arkansas 
was true of certain other states. 
But Arkansas is fortunate at this 
time in» ha a brave young 
Governor who Treally believes that 
the people should rule, and that 
democracy should extend its 
blessings down even to the poor 
whites and the Negroes. Other- 
wise, says this Democratic Gov- 
ernor, our brand of democracy is 
a farce and a sham. 

It requires courage to talk and 
act like that, but. Gov. Sidney 
Sanders McMath never has been 
caught short on courage. He 
fought with the marines at 
Bougainville. As the boy prose- 
cutor of Garland county, he 
cleaned out the underworld in 
his home town of Hot Springs. 
Now, at 37, Gov. McMath is work- 
ing overtime to carry out his 
campaign promises to make Ark- 
campaign promises to make Ar- 
kansas a truly “progressive” 
state. 

Accomplishments So Far. 

What has Gov. McMath accom- 
plished in that direction since he 
moved into the Capitol last Jan- 
uary? 

1. He asked for and received 
from the Legislature the largest 
education budget in the history of 
Arkansas. 

2. Many Arkansans have been 
bogged down by ignorance and 
mud; the former due to shortage 
of school facilities, the latter due 
to dearth of asphalt and cement 
for the highways. Having achieved 
progress in expanding schools, 
McMath also pushed through an 
$80,000,000 highway construction 
program, $28,000,000 of it to be 
financed by bond issues.

The book was a 
serious one. McMath is a serious 
person. The book’s title does not 
matter; it is more significant that 
a Governor .of Arkansas, or any 
other state, should be found read- 
ing a book. 

Gov. McMath did not apologize 
for reading a book. 

“I wish I could read more,” he 
remarked, putting the volume 
aside.

Acres, Destroy Rich Farm Land and 
Recreational Streams. 


A charge that the Army engi-

The reservoirs created by the 
three dams, the committee con- 
tends, would inundate 49,000 acres 
of the most productive land in 
the basin, southwest of St. Louis, 
and destroy valuable and irre-

Posada Processions. 

The posada is the’ heart of the 
holiday celebration; however. Be- 
ginning on Dec. 16, each night the 
children re-enact the search of 
Joseph and Mary for lodging— 
which means “posada” in Spanish. 
Carrying a litter on which are the 
Biblical characters, a candlelight 
procession knocks on the door of 
the house where that night’s party 
is to be held. 

In song the children beg for 
permission to enter, and in song 
the man of the house tells them 
to go away. Finally the man 
yields, and after a little ceremony 
the fun begins. A pinata—a clay 
jar covered with fantastic col- 
ored-paper or papier-mache deco- 
rations—is suspended by a rope, 
and blindfolded children hit at it 
with sticks. Finally one breaks it, 
and sweets cascade out. Dancing 
and games follow. 

Midnight mass on Christmas 
eve which travelers may attend 
almost anywhere in Mexico, cli- 
maxes the series of posadas. No- 
where is this more moving than 
in the great church in the ancient 
silver town of Taxco. Here entire 
families, the humble and the well- 
to-do, watch by candlelight as a 
children’s choir re-enacts the se- 
ries of posadas from altar to al- 
tar, until finally they are ‘“ad- 
mitted” at the main altar, and the 
Christ Child is triumphantly born. 

Parades and Floats.

More Americans traveled to Eu- 
rope during the first nine months 
of 1949 than came there during 
the entire previous year, accord- 
ing to Col. Theodore Pozzy, chief 
of travel development for the 
ECA in Paris.

There is a palm-fringed 
municipal golf course, grass green 
in contrast to the yellow sands of 
the surrounding desert. There are 
de luxe night clubs, restaurants 
and theaters. 

Dress Informal. 

Dress is informal at Palm 
Springs. While people in other 
parts of the nation are dressed in 
earmuffs and overcoats, visitors in 
Palm Springs wear sunsuits and 
bathing suits. Almost everyone 
wears a desert suntan after a few 
days in the warm sunshine. 

The oasis of Palm Springs is 
unique among desert resorts for 
its surroundings. In contrast to 
the sun-basked village, two-mile 
high Mount San Jacinto, capped 
with snow, rises behind the vil- 
lage. Vacationers take the Palms- 
to-Pines Highway, and in less than 
two hours stand in the powdery 
snow of Idyllwild, a mountain vil- 
lage a mile high on San Jacinto. 

The sunny desert mountain can- 
yons surrounding Palm Springs 
are filled with native palm trees, 
many of them as tall as 100 feet. 
These palm trees were here when 
the white men came. They are 
remnants of palm groves which 
once covered North America as 
far north as Hudson Bay; it was 
among such trees that the prehis- 
toric sabre-toothed tiger roamed.

Such shortages boosted the

That lasted until early 1946 when 
the lid was lifted. Pepper jumped 
from an average of 10 cents in 
1945 to an annual average of 39 
cents, to 43 cents, and to an 
average of 62 cents last year. This 
year it has moved steadily up- 
ward to its current high plateau. 

The end of the war and higher 
prices didn’t increase the pepper 
supply. In prewar days Indo- 
nesia produced 90 per cent of the 
world’s pepper. But the Japanese 
wrecked the pepper gardens dur- 
ing their occupation. After the 
Japanese were thrown out, the In- 
donesians started rebuilding their 
industry. That’s slow work. It 
takes about seven years for a do- 
mestic pepper plant to mature. 
And the work was delayed or 
halted from time to time by civil 
strife. 

As a result, India took pepper 
leadership and turned out 80 per 
cent of world production. 

The United States still doesn’t 
get all the pepper needed here. 
Some of our prewar pepper buy- 
ing was larger than today’s entire 
world production. 

Effect of Devaluation. 

With that demand _ situation, 
and supply being what it is, prices 
here have been kept at what pep- 
per men themselves say is a fan- 
tastic level. Twice in the last 
three years prices have broken 
sharply, but -each time they have 
come back and gone higher than 
before. 

The most recent bobble in 
prices came on devaluation of the 
Indian rupee by about 30 per cent 
last September. The wave of de-

Such operations are top secret,- 
but Government buying always is 


a potential factor in keeping the 


price from sagging. 

The big uncertainty is Indo- 
nesia, once the world’s biggest 
producer. Some of New York's 
most important pepper traders 
have agents in Indonesian ports 
where they gather all the infor- 
mation they can on pepper. 


But they don’t know, they say, 


what the situation is in the inter- 


ior. Travel is difficult through- 
out the country and information 


is restricted. Some think there 
may be large stocks of pepper 


there, harvested from gardens 
that escaped notice. Others think 
there may be some stocks con- 
centrated from harvests of wild 
pepper plants or from abandoned 
gardens. , « 

If large stocks are uncovered, 
or if shipments from Indonesia 
start suddenly, it would have a 
dramatic effect on the pepper sit- 
uation. 

All of these uncertainties have 
made pepper buyers here cautious. 
They are described as being on a 
hand-to-mouth basis. Stocks in 
American warehouses are abnorm- 
ally low. One large grocery chain 
said it “buys a handful at a 
time” and keeps pepper on groc- 
ery shelves more as a convenience 
for its customers rather than to 
make a profit—even though re- 
tail prices are up something like 
six times prewar. 

There is one pepper trader who 
made a quick windfall profit from 
the rise right in his own office. 
All traders keep samples of ship- 
ments. So he gathered up a few 
old samples of shipments made 
when pepper was around a dime,

Maine Auto Plates 
For 1950 to Have 


safety expected to be followed by 
many other states, Maine’s auto- 
mobile license plates for 1950 
will be made with “Scotchlite,” 
a reflective material which makes 


them visible after dark. 

The plates will pick up the 
headlights of approaching motor- 
ists more than 1200 feet away, 
Stanton Weed, director of the 
Maine Motor Vehicle Division, re- 
ports. Rear-end collisions are ex- 
pected to be materially reduced, 
while real protection will be pro- 
vided for cars caught without 
lights at night or when stalled 
on the highway. The plates can 
be plainly seen in time to avoid 
collision. 

The night-time visibility of the 
new plates will also be of great 
aid to the police in picking out 
license numbers and in following 
cars.

LONDON, Dec. 3 (AP)—A dis- 
pute hetween the Roman Catholic 
Church and Britain’s Labor Gov- 
ernment has broken out over the 
issue of government aid for 
church schools. 

The Catholic hierarchy of Eng- 
land and Wales has accused the 
government of trying to gag the 
church with threats to‘ cut off 
state financial aid. 

A spokesman of the Ministry | 
of Education replied that Catho- 
lies are trying to tap the public 
treasury in a way which “amounts 
to the state providing all the 
money while the Catholics keep 
all the control.” 

The argument is somewhat dié- 
ferent from that in the United 
States over federal aid to paro- 
chial schools. ‘The Catholic 
Church in the United States has 
insisted that the inclusion of Cath- 
olic school children in govern- 
ment aid to education did not vio- 
late the American -principle of 
separation of church and state. 
The American church attacked 
‘proposed legislation restricting 
the use of federal funds as “un- 
American anti-Catholic legisla- 
tion.” In Britain, the teachers of 
church schools, including priests 
and nuns, already are paid from 
tax money, which also provides 
operating expenses. 

Basis of issue. 

The issue in Britain arose in 
this way: 

Britain’s 1944 education act re- 
quires. all schools to meet cer- 
tain minimum building standards. 
It estimated the cost of improv- 
ing Catholic schools at £10,000,- 
000 ($28,000,000). The Roman 
Catholic bishops say the required 
outlay would be closer to £60,- 
000,000 ($168,000,000) and that 
the church cannot afford it. 

The bishops have proposed that 
local education authorities take 
over the church schools under 
lease and make improvements | 
from public funds. In return they 
would let local authorities ap- 
point teaching Staffs—subject to 
church, approval. 

An Education Ministry spokes- 
man said: “Any attempt to deal 
with problems facing sectional in- 
terest would undoubtedly run the 
risk of destroying the foundation 
| | of good will and co-operation 
_| which has been built up since 

/1943. The discussions at that)

that strong views were held by 
other interests who were opposed 
to the continuance, of any denom- 
inational interest in any of the | — 
nation’s schools.”

new presidents have taken office in Colom- 
bia and Panama. Both came into power in an 
atmosphere of violence and rebellion. In both 
countries, martial law or its equivalent has 
been clamped down to counteract legal—and 
possibly physical—challenge of the presidents’ 
rights io their positions. 

Dr. Arnulfo Arias became Panama's third 
chief executive within a week by virtue of a 
military coup. It was staged by Colonel Jose 
Remon, chief of the Panamanian police force, 
which also is the country’s only military force. 

Remon first unseated President Daniel 
Chanis Jr., Liberal who took office. last July. 
Chanis had ordered Remon to resign. Instead, 
Remon’s men surrounded the sreahdeitidl Fea 
ace, forced Chanis to resign. . After Vice 
President Roberto F. Chiari was sworn in, some 
10,000 citizens demonstrated in Panama City 
streets, were dispersed by police gun fire. Chan- 
is repudiated his ialeaaiiog: Chiari withdrew. 

Chief Remon then quickly swore in Arias, 
a former president. Chanis took refuge in the 
United States Canal Zone with two other for- 
mer presidents. Panama remained in an un- 
easy state, with likelihood of violence flaring 
as soon as Liberal forces reorganized. 

In Colombia, the new Conservative presi- 
dent, Laureano Gomez, was elected under a 
cloud. Two weeks before, his predecessor, 
Mariano Ospina Perez, in the same party, 
clamped down martial law. All public and 
private méetings were banned, political 
speeches forbiddeh, Congress suspended, strict 
censorship imposed. Gomez was the only 

|candidate. The Liberal, Dario Echandia, had 
withdrawn with charges that Perez was using 
the army to insure Conservative victory. Lib- 
erals declared they would not recognize results 
of the election. 

Echandia narrowly escaped assassination 
two days before the voting in an ambush in 
which his brother, Vicente, was killed. More 
than 500 persons have been reported killed 
since last year in Colombia's bitter contest 
for power between Liberals and Conserva- 
tives. Murder of the Liberal leader, Jorge 
Eliecer Gaitan, touched off a series of riots 
and demonstrations that have spread over the 
country. President Gomez, an extreme Na- 
tionalist and friend of Spain's Generalissimo 
Franco, has been charged with having strong

ROUND beef mixed with cooked rice and vegetables, 
packaged in cabbage leaves and then baked in 
tomato juice, makes a savory, low-cost dish. It 

originated in the Ukraine, and the cooks of that country 
call these cabbage rolls “doves.” They serve them at 
weddings or receptions because they can be made a day 
in advance and reheated before serving. 

Mrs. Frank Chura, a St. Louisan of Ukrainian descent, 
begins the dish by parboiling cabbage leaves in hot salted 
water for five minutes. While rice is cooking, chopped 
celery and onion are fried lightly in bacon drippings. 
Ground meat, seasoned with salt and pepper, is stirred in 
with the celery and onion and the combination is cooked 
and stirred until meat changes color. Rice, which has sim- 
mered in two quarts of water until done, is added and all 
is mixed well. Several spoonfuls of this mixture are wrapped 
in each parboiled cabbage leaf. “Doves” are then placed 
in a deep baking dish, sprinkled with salt and pepper and 
covered with tomato juice. Dish is placed in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) to bake, uncovered, for 20 minutes. 
With dish covered, baking is continued for 45 to 50 minutes. 
More tomato juice is added as needed. 

INGREDIENTS: One large or two medium heads of 
cabbage, one and one-half cups raw rice, three pounds 
ground beef, two teaspoons salt, one-half teaspoon pepper, 
three-fourths cup chopped celery and two sliced stalks, 
one-half cup chopped onion and a sliced onion, one-half 
clove garlic (optional), two to three tabl ns bacon 
drippings, three to four cups tomato juice. [hese amounts 
serve 12 persons generously.

IFTY million candles of many shapes, sizes and colors 
will add distinctive touches to the Yuletide decor of 
American homes and churches this Christmas season. 

For the most part they are being turned out by modern mass 
production methods, but some are made by a method 
widely used a century ago—hand-dipping. Basic ingredients 
for candles are a special twisted twine for wicks, paraffin, 
high-grade slab stearin, beeswax, bead stearin, petroleum 
wax and glycerin beads.

mountains to Baffin Bay. It is one of 20 glaciers that 
are responsible for most of icebergs. 


HE annual iceberg cerisus conducted by the United States 
Coast Guard International Ice Patrol found 40,232 bergs 
this year in the Baffin Bay area off the west coast of 
Greenland. The count is based on a photographic survey 
made by cameras mounted in converted Flying Fortresses 
that flew over the frigid region. 
of the census is to enable the International Ice 
Patrol to forecast ice menace to North Atlantic shipping. 
Icebergs calved by Greenland glaciers begin their south- 
ward drift after the spring thaw. Most disintegrate during 
the three-year journey to the Grand Banks area, but those 
that reach the sea lanes are hazards to trans-Atlanic ships, 
especially when blanketed by fog. 
After reaching the Grand Banks, the floating ice is 
tracked by Coast Guard planes and cutters, and warnings 
are broadcast twice daily to all ships in the danger area.

That threat decided young Cole Porter 

of Peru, Ind. Dutifully, he boarded a 
train for Yale University. 

It was a bitter decision for Cole, who 
wanted to study music. He had written 
his first song at ten, learned to play the 
violin, later switched to piano. 

His ability to play the piano helped 
make him a social success at Yale. 
Friends would haul him off to weekend 

parties in New York, put him on a piano 
stool and keep him playing all night. 

The bills that duly rotjed in were paid 

- by Grandfather as long as Porter con- 
tinued to study. Between parties, Porter 
did; in 1913, he was graduated from 
Yale, wefit to Harvard Law School. 


The Dean Steps In 


Cole’s piano-playing also made him pop- 
ular at Harvard. One night Dean Ezra 
Thayer, head of the law school, dropped 
in on a student party, listened to Cole 
for hours. Finally Thayer walked over, 
Stopped him. “Young man,” said Thayer, 
“forget law and take up music.” 

A week later, Cole Porter enrolled in 
Harvard’s department of music. Back 
home, irate grandfather Porter calmed 

» when told of Dean Thayer’s advice. 

As a result, Cole Porter inherited 
nearly two million dollars from his 
grandfather, also became the composer 
of such melodies as “Begin the Beguine” 
and “Night and Day.” Now 56, his 20th 
Broadway show — “Kiss Me, Kate” — is 
nearing its second year on Broadway. 
Though Cole Porter never hung out a 
lawyer’s shingle, his smart songs have 
kept Broadway supplied with another 
kind of shingle which reads: “SRO!”

Photographer Ben Ross tried not to stack 
the cards in Hartford’s favor. He aimed 
his camera at random at many of the 12,- 
000 stenographers, secretaries, file clerks 
and statisticians who work in the 48 insur- 
ances offices for which Hartford is famous. 

On a sunny day at lunch, when its 12,000 
gazelles walk out for a breather, Hartford 
easily seems—to male eyes—to live up to 
Monroe’s head-swirling “It’s like Holly- 
wood,” and Eddy’s “They should call Hart- 
ford The City of Beautiful Girls.”

Last month’s Washington tragedy underlines a pressing problem 


RE OuR skies too crowded? 
Many an airline passenger 
“stacked up” over a crowded city 
airport, has wondered if there 
aren’t too many planes in the air. 

But the question suddenly has 
assumed personal importance to 
every flying American. For three 
times this year, there have been 
mid-air collisions involving big air- 
liners. 

All America was shocked one an- 
guished Tuesday early last month 
when a Bolivian pilot circling Na- 
tional Airport at Washington, D.C., 
steered his war-surplus P-38 into 
an Eastern Air Lines DC-4, tumbled 
with it a moment later into the 
Potomac River. Result: 55 dead, 
the worst disaster, until that time, 
in U.S. airlines history. 


Near Tragedy over Long Island 


Last January 31 a private mono- 
plane dove into a London-bound 
Pan-American Airways Constella- 
tion over Long Island. Two occu- 
pants of the small plane were 
killed, but the scarred Constella- 
tion managed to land nearby with- 
out injury to crew or passengers. 
On July 30, in a cloudless sky, a 
Navy pilot in an F6F Hellcat buzzed 
another Eastern Air Lines plane, 
collided and fell with it. Sixteen 
were killed.

involving smaller civilian planes 
and military planes—mean? 

After the Washington accident in 
November, Sen. Edwin C. Johnson 
of Colorado, chairman of the Sen- 
ate’s Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee, warned: “This 
tragic collision obligates the Civil 
Aeronautics Board to Keep all other 
aircraft, military and private, out 
of the course of commercial air- 
liners.” 

Added the Senator: “In the rap- 
idly expanding aircraft industry, 
and with the advent of the jet 
transport and jet fighters, com- 
mercial aircraft must be given an 
absolute right of way not only at 
airports but everywhere.” 


Mid-air collision downed private plane 
in Pennsylvania last year. Two died. 


Among U. S. plane operators, 
Colonial Airlines has had the best 
safety record of any (PARADE, 
September 4). Its president, Sig- 
mund Janas, agrees with Senator 
Johnson. “Private flying should be 
entirely excluded from commercial 
air lanes and from commercial air- 
ports,” he says. “The recent Wash- 
ington crash most certainly does 
suggest major defects in the pres- 
ent administration of air traffic. 


“Traffic Signs’’ Aloft? 


But can air traffic be effectively 
segregated? Is it possible to put 
“traffic signs” in the air to keep 
private and military aircraft well 
clear of the great arterial air lanes 
that stretch from city to city?”

On this point, even expert opin- 
ion is divided. 

“No,” says Croil Hunter, presi- 
dent of the nation-spanning 
Northwest Airlines. “All air lanes 
lead to large airports and there is 
no possible way of segregating the 
planes that must use them.” 

“Moreover,” adds Hunter, “it is 
impractical and unnecessary to ex- 
clude private flying from commer- 
cial air lanes and from commer- 
cial airports even though dense air 
traffic exists.” 

But should we patrol the air 
lanes just as we do our highways? 
Should we police the planes using 
them to see that they keep at 
proper altitudes and speeds, and 
fly well clear of each other? 


Patrols No Solution 


Hunter claims it won’t work. “Pa- 
trols are impractical except in the 
clearest weather,” he says. “Prob- 
ably nothing is to be accomplished 
by such patrol anyway.” 

The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- . 
tration, ultimately responsible for 
our air traffic rules, agrees that 
patrols would be fruitless. Keeping 
constant contact by means of radio 
is better, the CAA thinks. That’s 
what’s done now, and, in general, 
it’s worked well. 

But what does the CAA think can 
be done about avoiding death- 
dealing collisions? 

“So far as possible,’’ CAA author- 
ities say, “small private planes 
should be kept off airports where 
large commercial ships land.” In 
big air terminals, the CAA would 
definitely like to see “more segre- 
gation.” And CAA has just taken 
control of military flying on air- 
liner routes. CAA also thinks one 
improvement would be more fields 
for small planes in all areas, so that 
the little fellows don’t have to mix 
in the routes of the big transports. 


The CAB Dissents 


But another Federal agency, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, has some- 
thing to say about this, since it 
guides airport planning. 

It’s a lot easier, says CAB, to talk 
about barring private and military 
fiying from big public flelds than 
to do it. Here’s why: 

(1) Municipal airports are built 
with public funds. Hence any tax- 
payer or citizen who pays landing 
fees is entitled to use them. 

(2) Military planes, Such as the 
one which caused the Washington 
accident, are high-speed aircraft. 
To land and take off, they require 
long runways, often available only 
at commercial airports. 

On only one point is everyone 
agreed. Against the total number 
of safe flights, the number of colli- 
sions has been amazingly small. To 
flying Americans this is comforting 
—but the fact remains that as fly- 
ing increases, so does risk of colli- 
sion. At the moment there seems 
to be no panacea. Only relentless 
Study and careful planning can 
keep collisions a minimum hazard.

A™ BURROWS is a tub-shaped co- 
median who, among profes- 
sional wits, has a reputation simi- 
lar to that enjoyed by a hambone 
among airdales.

How to Be Unemployed 


As author and minstrel of such 
provocative ballads as “The Girl

rows’ voice has long been the de- 
light of some of the nation’s fan- 
ciest humorists. But in his two 
radio performances his wit was so 
deadly it killed off his listeners and 
the networks dropped his option. 

“That,” says Burrows, “is like 
having the boss in your office say 
‘T’ll trouble you for the key to the 
washroom.’ It leads to unemploy- 
ment.” 

Actually, although Burrows has 
had his financial ups and downs, 
he has rarely been out of work. 
He has been a medical student, a 
maple syrup salesman, a Wall 
Street runner, a broker’s assistant, 
a gag writer, a night club enter- 
tainer and a radio star. 

“I guess I’m an anomaly,” he 
Says thoughtfully. “Other perform- 
ers get born in a trunk, get mem- 
ories of Broadway and the Bowery. 
Me, I got memories of Wall Street 
and the cloak and suit business.”

Burrows was born on New York’s lower

croaks in one of his songs, “for the sight of 
an umpire across whose head is imprinted 
the words Coca-Cola.”

With nothing else to do Burrows began to 
go to Hollywood parties where his virtuosity 
at the piano soon made him a favorite. 
“To my horror,” he says, looking back, “I 
realized that I had become the life of the

party. I was a fixture in every Hollywood 
drawing room—just like the potted palms.” 

For months the Burrows cultists kept their 
man under cover and he bloomed but once 
a night. Finally his songs and parodies won 
him more fans than could safely be con- 
tained within even a Hollywood home. One 
night he sang “Father Wants to Start a 
Third Party (He’s Been Thrown Out of Two 
Tonight) ,” “While Riding Through the Cac- 
tus I Got Stuck on You” and “I’ve Got a 
Girl in Calico Who’s Dying for a Mink.” This 
was in a Hollywood night club, and he was 
immediately booked for a three-months’ 
stay. Then came two flops on the radio and 
a new chance in television.

Study Your Field 


To be worthwhile, of course, a home 
business must eventually show a 
profit. In that connection, the fol- 
lowing factors are important: 

1) Keep your overhead low; 2) 
carefully compute your costs; 3) 
don’t hire if you can do the work 
yourself (hiring, you become sub- 
ject to labor laws, extra levies); 4) 
once your price is established, stick 
to it; 5) ask for professional advice; 
6) start in a small way; 7) “read 
up” well on your idea. State univer- 
sity extension services and govern- 
ment bulletins are yours for ask- 
ing—and there is always the local 
public library; 8) keep a separate 
bank account for home business; 
9) keep records, and get everything 
in writing; 10) check your commu- 
nity zoning laws. 

It has been estimated that more

92 per cent of these because of 
financial necessity. 

For thousands, a home business 
has solved the problem. One woman 
who has been outstandingly suc- 
cessful recently wAs asked for ad- 
vice on how to start a home business.

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Joe Lewis knows how to tell "em off ... 


PSYCHIATRIST FRIEND Of mine describes 

heckling as spontaneous combustion 
of the emotions brought on by an inter- 
feriority complex. Sounds too complex? 
Let me simplify it. Heckling is a frustrated 
character’s method of letting off steam at 
somebody else’s expense. 

Most familiar targets for hecklers are 
baseball umpires, professional athletes, 
public figures and nightclub masters of 
ceremony. Let us consider the latter. 

The master of ceremonies is a past- 
master in the art of squelching a heckler, 
dehydrating his size, deflating his ego and 
deadening his desire for further mental 
combat. Highest paid of these after-dark 
nimble brain-belters is Mr. Joe E. Lewis, 
whose weekly pay runs to some four to 
five thousand dollars. 

Though an occasional imbibing exhibi- 
tionist will try to outshine Lewis, the aver- 
age Lewis heckler is a prosperous patron 
who gets into the act because he thinks it’s 
fun and doesn’t mind being insulted. 

Joe, an gold hand at squelching hecklers, 
has a routine that goes something like 
this: “Congratulations—you have a very 
keen sense of stupidity.” Or, if that doesn’t 
work, Lewis will shrug and drone on, 
“When you use your brain it’s a violation 
of the Child Labor Law... . I knew this 
morning I'd meet you tonight. When I 
stepped on a scale a card came out and 


warned me: ‘Your progress will be full of 
jerks’.” 

Being a female doesn’t immunize a heck- 
ler who starts in on Joe. “That’s a nice 
dress you almost have on,” he will say. 
“What happened, did you run out of ma- 
terial?” Or, “I didn’t recognize you, kid, 
you're wearing your own hair tonight.” If 
none of these stock lines subdues the gal, 
Joe finally makes a plea to her to let him 
continue his performance: “Why don’t you 
act like a lady and not make me ashamed 
I’m a gentleman?” 

Frequently a master of ceremonies gets 
into a jam with his saucy sallies. Henny 
Youngman made the mistake of dressing 
down a heckler in one of those Prohibition 
era saloons known as Upholstered Sewers. 


Umpire-heckling as it is 
done in Brooklyn, U.S. A. 
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He had to hire a bodyguard for a 
week while some of his cronies con- 
vinced Henny’s victim, a notorious 
gangster, that Henny was joshing. 

One actor who’s made a career 
out of heckling is Frank Libuse, 
known as the Mad Waiter. Libuse, 
disguised as a waiter, drops dishes 
on diners, spills soup, water and 
drinks, removes unfinished entrees, 
helps a patron wipe his chin and 
indulges in an exaggerated version 
of all the violations in etiquette ex- 
pected of a rude and sulky waiter. 
Oddly enough, in all the years 
Frank’s been perpetrating this hoax, 
only once has a customer been mad 
enough to try to punch him. It hav- 
pened at Lou Walter’s popular Latin 
Quarter on Broadway—and Libuse 
brushes the incident off as an occu- 
pational hazard. “The guy wasn’t a 
typical customer,” he explains slyly, 
“he was a waiter from a rival club 
on a one-night spree!” 

Some show business characters 
take sheer delight in heckling each 
other—either in person or by wire. 
When big Al Bloomingdale of the 
Bloomingdale Department Store 
family, lost a small fortune produc- 


ing a flop musical show—Cy Howard 
sent him a condoling wire saying: 
“I know how you can get your 
money back—keep the store open 
nights!” ... When Lewis and Martin 
first opened at the Copacabana, 
Jackie Miles wired the kids: “Just 
caught your act and have only one 
suggestion. Save your money.” 
Mrs. William Soss, of New York 
City, contributed an imaginative 
chapter to the art of good-natured 
heckling earlier this year.

It was her way of heckling the Board 
of Directors (for what she called 
old-fashioned policies). 

All heckling cannot be considered 
as harmless as the incidents we’ve 
related. Sometimes the darts are 
malicious, dangerous and likely to 
incite to riot. : 

Rowdyism cannot be accepted as 
wholesome heckling. Lives were en- 
dangered this past season when the 
umpires found it necessary to for- 
feit a ballgame to the New York 
Giants after Philadelphia fans had 
loosed a barrage of bottles and 
other missiles onto the playing field. 
Insiances of fans going amok have 
occurred in other cities, just as un- 
ruly rufans make respectable citi- 
zens feel ashamed when eggs and 
vegetables are tossed at public fig- 
ures such as the late Wendell Will- 
kie, Henry A. Wallace, and others. 

Students at the University of Ore- 
gon did tickle the public’s rib when 
Governor Thomas E. Dewey, in the 
midst of his campaign to win the 
Republican presidential nomination 
in ’48, spoke in Eugene, Oregon. A 
dozen pranksters plunked themselves 
in the front row while Dewey talked,

UN IN HAND, the snarling tough guy 
moved a step closer to his ad- 
versary. 

“So you think you’re bright, huh;

Guard Against Strain

der too much strain. Strain is one of 
the things against which he warns. 

Mack should know. He began with 
Bowes and has helped screen 500,000 
hopefuls. Each week he supervises 300 
auditions. 

If your child has talent, Mack says, 
it must be developed carefully — for 
your child’s sake. Don’t ever force him 
or put him under too much pressure. 

“Cultivate his talent,”’ he says, “but 
don’texrploitit!” « 

How can you tell if your child can 
really make the grade? 

“There’s one sure rule,” says Mack. 
“Too often a child is forced to practice 
and perform because Mama is am- 
bitious. The burning desire to get to 
the top must be his—not a reflection 
of your own hopes. 

“Children who know what they 
want and insist on it, who have the 
‘burning desire’ to succeed, usually 
get there! This is an almost foolproof 
indication of real talent!” 

Guard, says Mack, against letting 
your youngster become (1) a show- 
off, or (2) a prima donna. 

“There's no place for either in show 
business,” he says. ““‘They’re as objec-

It’s human and understandable, but 
Mack feels that mothers sometimes 
overestimate their children’s talents 
—and build them up for heartbreaks. 
Too much prompting and instruction, 
he says, makes them nervous. 


Not a Life-or-Death Matter 


“And for heaven’s sake,” he says, 
“don’t take it too seriously. If your 
little daughter forgets her lines in her 
first performance-—as all performers 
can do—don’t treat it as a major trag- 
edy. GRIN! Her life isn’t ruined!” 

If and when your youngster does 
seek an audition, don’t let him regard 


the auditioner—as so many amateurs © 


do—as a bogeyman waiting for him to 
make a mistake. The opposite is true. 
Auditioners want to see him succeed. 

“Above all,” adds Mack, “stay in the 
background at his audition. Don’t be 
like one mother we had to battle 
recently. While her child sang his 
song, she wanted to lead the band!”
